All Over the World, Bioant in the United States, 
the Weaker Sex Has Won or Is Demanding 
the Right to Have a Voice in Government--- 
Poll Made by the Sunday Post-Dispatch Shows 
That While Many St. Louis Women Would Vote 
if Permitted, Most of Them Regard the Ballot 


With Indifference. 
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Boarman Wells, 
Mnglish suffragists are right when they charge that American women are 
jadifferent to the suffrage movement, and that American women would not vote 
the Post-Dispatch sent letters of inquiry to 150 women of St. 
‘quis asking them the following four questions: 
1. Would you vote if you could? | 
In your opinion are American wonten indifferent 
to the weman's suffrage movement? 

No. 3 Ought women to be admitted wholly or in part to 


the political privileges enjoyed by men? 
Would the exercise of the sivfrage by women be 


beneficial to them and to the public? 
Included in the list of 150 women are the wives of business men, 


wives of professional men, women who are leaders in society and women who 
are plain “home bodies,’”’ women who have made their mark in literature and in 
art and women who are kiown'simply as good housekeepers and good bread- 
makers, bachelor girls, club leaders and leaders in the union labor movement, 
women of wealth and women who earn their own living.

women who foliow nearly all the different kinds of employment at which women work, such as 


stenographers, saleswomen and heads of departments in large stores. 
From these 150 women only 20 replies were received, which seems to’ answer very effectively 


the second of the four questions. 


Six of the 20 women who answered the questions would not: vote if they had that privilege. 
All of the 20 were agreed that American women were indifferent to the womail’ s suffrage movement. 


Australia, New Zealand, Norway, Finland, 

Wyoming, Utah and Colorado. In England 
and Scotland there is county suffrage—that is, 
women in those countries may vote on matters 
pertaining to county affairs and on not other 
questions. In Ireland women. may vote for all of- 
fices except for members of Parliament. In Russia 
women have a proxy vote for a member of the 
Duma. In Kansas, and in the majority of Cana- 
dian cities, women may vote in municipal ater: 
tions. 

It is plain to be seen that the representatives 
women of St. Louis are indifferent to this ques- 
tion and if woman's suffrage is not to be granted 
here until it is demanded by the women of St. 
Louis it will not come soon unless the women 
take more interest in it than they do now. The 
replies follow:

The statement in your second paragraph that 
American women have no political aspirations 
and are indifferent to women’s suffrage, is, to a 
certain extent, correct. This arises from two 
causes, which will perhaps come out better in my 
answers to your questions. 

No.1. If the suffrage were mo. I should cer- 
tainly vote. 

No, 2. American women are to a large extent in- 
different to the suffrage movement because they 
believe that suffrage will give them no added 
power until it is limited to people of education 
and —. 

No.3. As a matter of justice, women might be 
admitted to certain political privileges, espe- 
cially where suffrage is applied to educational 
and property questions. + 

No. 4, Theoretically, suffrage would be bene- 
ficial to women who were interested in educa- 
tional and property matters, and would be bene- 
ficial to the working women in obtaining cer- 
tain rights upon which -t present they have no 
voice. 

Lastly, let me emphasize the remark I made at 
first. There is no reason to ask for suffrage for 
women until general suffrage has been restricted.

Jf choice of circumstances impel a woman into 
another state of life, 1 see no reason why she 
should not aspire to a public office, even ,the 
highest, just as she might aspire to dis- 
tinction as an actress, an artist,or a musician. It 
is the lesson of history that when fate or acci-

a woman should not often play a.double role. I 
can not imagine a more efficient member‘of a 
Board of Education or Public Improvement than 
an intelligent, educated woman who has raised a 
family and presided over a household, and who, 
freed wholly or partially from the exactions of 
both, is still in the prime of life and in full 
possession of ‘mental and bodily vigor. 

No. 4. The exercise of the ballot would be 
most certainly beneficial to women—in securing 
for them further rights than they now enjoy. For 
example, equal pay for equal work, doing away 
with the discrimination now made between the 
great army of women and men workers (partic- 
ularly teachers) as regards salary and official 
rank, a Qiscrimination based solely on difference 
of sex. As regards the general public, the in- 
fluence of the women’s vote in matters relating 
to education, public health and public morals 
would be very soon felt. 

American men as a rule are too absorbed in 
business to give much attention to public ques- 
tions that have not some financial bearing, but 
I will venture to say that not one woman in 
ten, if the matter were fairly brought home to 
her, would fail to cast a vote for moral or physical 
betterment of conditions that vitally concern her 
home and its inmates. Women might not turn 
out en masse to cast a presidential vote or decide 
the question of a bond issue; their political hori- 
zon would probably be more restricted than that 
of their husbands and brothers, but would it be 
less important for that? 
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No. 4. In many ways it would. The states hav- 
ing equal suffrage prove this. I cannot say that 
i approve of fighting for equal suffrage. Quiet, 
persistent effort is more dignified, more womanly. 
It may take a longer time to achieve results, but 
success is inevitable.

TO DISCOURAGE THE DEMAGOGUE. 

The National Prosperity Association, recently 
organized in St. Louis, is to address itself to a 
perfectly feasitile task. Its members are not vi- 
sionaries; they are practical business men. They 
are to promote confidence. They are to discour- 
age hafmful agitation. Prosperity must certain- 
ly be hastened and strengthened if these meas- 
ures succeed. 

Unless thought is given to the matter we will 
not fully appreciate the fact that political leader- 
in this country of late has deteriorated 
Most of our so-called statesmen no 
governmental problems with 
knowledge and reason. They are not students. 
They reject facts,, figures and experience. They 
appeal in the maini to the passions and the preju- 
dices and not to the judgments of men. 

The debilitating effect of this propaganda of 
excitement and hate is easily to be seen in Con- 
gress, where the representatives of the people 
no longer pretend to master a scientific question 


amazingly. 
longer discuss 


or, 
cial knowledge. In almost every instance resort 
is had to a commission. These commissions, 
appointed to investigate and report, are stand- 
ing confessions of ignorance and incapacity on 
the part of Congress. 

Such inefficiency has been the result naturally 
enough of an era of agitation, during which 
demagogy took the place of statesmanship and in 
which exaggeration, sensation, sophistry, malevo- 
lence and humbug usurped the positions where 
study, precision, justice and reason should have 
been enthroned. 

To be a demagogue calls for a small equip- 
ment. The demagogue is exact about nothing. He 
never proves his cage. He always speaks in the 
superlative. He finds a wrong and generalizes it. 
If he were to cure it his-occupation would be 
gone. His mind runs in shallow channels and 
the effect which he produces upon his fellow- 
men is narrowing in every way. 

For some years now a man who could de- 
nounce all enterprise as in some manner rep- 
rehensible and all wealth as in some degree taini- 
ed might himself be as enterprising as he pleased 
and as rich as ne could be and yet escape criti- 
cism. Some serious wrongs uncovered and pun- 
ished have helped thé demagogues, but it is not 
of record that, any demagogue has participated in 
the good work. ° 

If the gentlemen who have organized the Na- 
tional Prosperity Association -have tmade their 
purpose clear, they intend to array the business 
interests of the country against the idea that 
because commerce and industry here and there 
produce some great rogues, all energy, progress 
and wealth are shameful. They are going to 
discourage the idea that men who grow rich by 
agitation may on all occasions bring into ques- 
tion the character of men who seek wealth as a 
reward of industry. In brief, they hope to en- 
list an element of great intelligence and power 
against a force having little intelligence and no 
power save that which arises from misrepresenta- 
tion and misinformation. 

Properly understood and vigorously advocated, 
this St. Louis idea can hardly fail to have a far- 
reaching influence for good upon business con- 
ditions, upon the political thought of the coun- 
try, upon the amenities of social life and upon 
the character of our political leaders. It will 
silence the clamor of the demagogues and send 
them to their books to learn something useful. 
It will take rancor out of the hearts of men 
who have no reason to nourish it there. It will 
kill class feeling with the same blow that strikes 
down the arrant hypocrisy of the day. By dis- 
crediting the pharisees and agitators it will give 
men of honor and of information an opportunity 
to be heard. 

Political wrongs are not unlike individual 
wrongs. If we devoted all of our time and 
thought to denunciation of murder and assault 
end theft and forgery and drunkenness we 
should have no time to deal with particular of- 
fenses, and presently the idea would take root 
that we were all criminals of one degree or an- 
other. 

It is not the man who generalizes who ac- 
complishes results. The great achievements 
which ,the world applauds spring from specializa- 
tion, from patient research, from terrible toil and 
from an\unconquerable purpose. Agitation fs use- 
ful and. necessary for a season, but such a 
thing as\perpetual and professional agitation is 
not to be‘ tolerated. 


If the St. Louis movement succeeds pharisaism 
wfll no longer be at a premium; there will be 
no conspicuous man bold enough to suggest that 
all business is rotten and all money tainted; 
there will be room in public life for thinkers 
as well as talkers; the people will not be ad- 
dressed at al] times as though they were prison- 
ers in the box, and real offenders as they ap- 
pear will not then escape the judgment.

FREE GOSPEL AND FREE CHURCHBS. 

The Post-Dispatch’s recent discussion of the 
decline tn churehgoing in a populous section 
where houses of worship are few has brought out 
the usual suggestion that in some manner and 
by somebody religion must be carried to the 
masses. 

As showing the form that these remedies fre- 
quently take it may be said that a pastor in the 
West End has written to the Post-Dispatch, of- 
fering to minister without charge in a downtown 
church, a people’s church, if some man or men 
of wealth will provide the building and pay its 
necessary expenses. 

‘The fact that piety and benevolence have rarely 
taken this form is evidence that the judgment of 
thase who must have given the subject thought 
is against it. There is money for charity, for 
refuges, for missions, for hospitals, for Mbraries 
and for cheap hotels, but the man who will build 
and endow a great church for the free use of 
those who cannot or will not provide themselves 
with facilities for public worship has yet to ap- 
pear. 

Probably he never will appear. The sick, the 
hungry, the ragged, the wretched, often suffer 
because relief cannot be had, but no one who is 
inclined to worship need be without the consola- 
tions of religion. If he cannot go to church he 
may pray, read and meditate in solitude. Men

When the World passed under the ownership 
and direction of Mr. Pulitzer there were in the 
metropolis journalistic personalities of the first 
magnitude, while he was comparatively un- 
known. His beginnings were small, but there 
was the dynamic force of an idea behind all that 
he did and all that he promised, and personali- 
ties that had existed without with 
wrong ideas soon shrank in comparison with the 


ideas or 


personality that was guided by inflexible princi- 


ple and purpose. 

That the World is now and for some years 
has been the greatest of newspapers is due in part 
to its favorable location, in part to its tireless en- 
ergy and lavish expenditure in news gathering 
and in part to the ability of its management, but 
in the main it {s to be attributed’to character 
and to service. 

It has grown by practice as well as by precept. 
It has kept truth and justice ever in view. No 
wrong has been too powerful, too “respectable’’ 
or too well intrenched to escape its condemnation’ 
and no victim of wrong has been’ too weak to 
receive its sympathy and support. 

In this there has been a splendid optimism as 
well as a courageous sense of duty and an un- 
wearying desire to be helpful, to lend a hand and 
to adhere to the right because it is right, in the 
confidence not only that right will prevail, but 
that journalistic’ foundations planted upon that 
Sedrock must endur 

The 25 years noW closed have been glorious 
for achievement that is worth while and for pub- 
lic appreciation that is without a parallel, but they 


are even more significant in their promise of 


future growth and usefulness.

It refreshes human nature now and then to con-

It is fatal that the scholars all like her and 
none fears her, even to the dunce.

her appeals are laughed away. She is all sun- 
shine and no thunder; the flowers grow for her 
and so does disorder. The hearts, rather than 
minds, of her scholars expand under her minis- 
trations. | 

Yet at a sacrifice of discipline, which may be 
left to harsher mistresses, mankind must be 
the better for her whose ingenuous sweetness and 
sympathies radiate throughout the whole path of 
learning; and he who has not loved her at some 
time to distraction has missed a singularly up- 
Hfting experience. 

The world smiles when it perceives her dis- 
missed from duty, knowing full well that romance 
begins where the comedy leaves off. Alas, she was 
not born to teach, but a wooer inevitably awaits

The controlling considerations are that the 
poison is cheap; that it is easily to be had, and 
that it is highly effective. 

Laws of various kinds have been passed for the 
discouragement of self-destruction, but they will 
not be of much service so long as the traffic in 
carbolic acid goes on practically without restraint.

CHAPTER XXI. 


1649, 


HE year 1849 was the most versatile in the 

T history of St. Louis. Fire destroyed 23 big 

. steamers at the river front, cholera reduced 

the population from 64,08 to 60,000 and the 

Forty-Niners went through the town like a drunk- 
en man through a plate-glass front. 

The historic rush to California has never been 
generally understood. It was not so much that 
gold had been found in the West as it was that it 
had almost altogether disappeared back East. “It 
Was an era of national hard times,” says Charles 
¥. Lummis. 

It is generally supposed that the Forty-Niners 
were a harum-scarum lot, largely running away 
from civilization, and even graver charges. Upon 
the contrary, they were for the most part re- 
spectable, and had never been in the railroad 
business, or even life insurance. They were not 

_ @s onery as they were hungry; not as bad as bust- 

' ed, And they probably did not go as far, nor as 
fast, as we would have gone during the past win- 
ter, if gold had suddenly become plentiful any- 
where, as it did in California in 1849. 

It was better to be without a shave, or a change 
of socks, in the Rockies, than to be without beans 
and a ehange of brownbread in Boston; and a 
man who had not seen a-dollar in six months-in 
Philadelphia, could see Pike’s Peak from the Mis- 
souri River. 

The result was that the rush to California be- 
came a great ‘popular movement, like local option. 
John Evans Brown, who went from North Caro- 
lina to California in 1849, says in his diary that 

there were 150 people from Boston alone on the 
boat which brought him around to St. Louis from 
Paducah. He found the city overflowing with 
Argonauts. There were great camps of them all 
around the edge of town. The people from the 
different states traveled together, and camped to- 
gother. They were very clannish. Ifa Kentucky 
man shot at a Tennessee man, the Tennessee camp 
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minutes after they landed they 
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ran out and shot at the Kentucky camp. If a 
Pennsylvania dog whipped a South Carolina dog, 
the South Carolina camp went over and licked the 
Pennsylvania camp. 

These people mostly came down the Ohio and 
went out on the Missouri River boats to Inde- 
pendence, where the trek began. They bought. 
arms, ammunition, etce., in St. 
Louis, and their live and rolling stock at Inde- 
pendence.’ 

A boatload of them hit the St. Louis wharf in 
the summer of 1849 every other minute. Four 
were uptown in 
a hardware store fitting their hips to a pair of 
six-shooters and selecting a rifle that would 
scramble an Indian’s brains at five-eighths of a 
mile. 

You could sell them anything they were not 
likely to need. Many of our present-time St. Louis 
fortunes were founded in those days upon the rep- 
resentation that while it was barely possible that 
you would not need it, still, if you did want it, 
you would want it bad. 


THE GREAT GOLD RUSH OF 1849. 


The rate from St. Louis to St. Joseph was $7. 
The last passengers on board had to ride near the 
boilers, which generally blew up. The fare in- 
cluded meals, if you were willing to leave a place 
of safety and run the risk of losing it while ‘you 
ate in the cabin. The steamers tied up at night. 
If you felt that you couldn’t wait till you reached 
California to get rich, there were several poker 
games aboard. 

Mr. Brown says in his diary: 

“This morning we were all aroused by cries of 
fire! The stove had fallen over. It was red-hot, 
and had set the boat afire. With reat presence 
of mind, several men threw wet blankets upon the 
flames and smothered them.” 

This was not customary. Usually, the boat 
burned, and, with equally great presence of mind, 
everybody seized a plank, a hencoop or a stick of 
wood, and put over the gunwale. 

However, fire was little feared by the great 
multitude which poured in and out of St. Louis 
in 49. The blow-up was what kept them con- 
stantly recalling that they were mortal. 


As the Irish fireman on a Mississippi steamer 
said: 

“Faith, ‘n there’s no compar’son at all ba-a- 
tween ‘a steamboat explosion an’ a_ r-railroad 
wreck. In a r-railroad wreck, yem are there, iv 
course; but in a steamboat explosion, where th’ 
hell are ye?” 


CHAPTER XXII. 
The Great Trek. 


HERE was grim stuff in the great horde 
t which swept through St. Louis in 1849. 
Lummis tells us that five Frenchmen, being 
unable to buy livestock, took their supplies up 
to Independence on a steamer, loaded them into 
a light wagon and pushed it all the way to Cali- 
fornia, a distance of 3000 miles. 

Another adventurer, being even poorer, put his 
few belongings into a wheelbarrow, which he 
trundled from the Missouri. River to the Pacific. 
He-saw Indians, and they saw him; 
not molested. Savage as 


sense of humor would not permit him to attack 
a wheelbarrow. He would shoot up a prairie 
schooner, but when a wheelbarrow creaked past, 
with a hardy pusher between the shafts, he could 
only sit his war pony and grin. 

There was a limit. 

The California gold rush was the greatest 
movement of humanity in history. It beat the 
exodus out of Egypt, the race to the Klondike, 
or the famous crush at Chicago to see the White 
Sox beat the Cubs. ‘Fee, 

Kirkpatrick counted 459 westbound teams with- 
in nine miles. Bartlett saw 100 deserted wagons 
along the trail through New Mexico and Ari- 
zona. Brown says that when he and his com- 
panions reached the ferry at Green River, they 
found 42 wagons in line ahead of them, and did 
not get across for 24 hours.

NEW and dreadful disease is epidemic 

A among the women of St. Louis. It has 
’ been captured and named by the doctors. 

It is “Merriwiditis.”. The symptoms—mild at 
first—become more and more severe as long as 
the contributing cause is not eliminated. They 
consist of a gradual inclination of the neck to 
the front, a stiffness of the cords of the neck, 
sharp, shooting pains along the mass—of nerves:

’ the brain. Another strongly marked symptom is 
in the involuntary stooping of the shoulders and 
the constant clenching of the hands as if in 
great agony. 

Seven-eighths of the women in town are af- 
flicted with the disease, either in its incipient 
form or in its secondary stage. What the subse- 
quent stages are to be is as yet unknown. None 
of the cases under observation have progressed 
much further than incipiency. The good doc- 
tors are watching the developments with much 
interst. 

The men of. medicine are greatly concerned

Large Seating Capacity. 

It is on a broad, high terrace, ap- 
proached by three large flights of 
steps flanked by heavy buttresses, 
leading to three entrances, the main 
one of which opens into the lobby 
with an artistically designed baptist- 
ery on the left and a tower and stair 
entrance on the right. 

The auditorium is reached through 
five large double deors. -The seating 
capacity is unusually large as there 
is a gallery in addition to the pew 
space on the first floor. There are 
two wide side aisles. 

Gothic arches of unusual treatment 
give the main nave more of an au- 
ditorium effect than is usually found 
in churches of the early English 
style. 

Celumns of Sienna marble, resting 
on bases of Alps green marble and 
capped in decorative Gothic designs, 
greatly add to the beauty of the inte- 
rier.

WASHINGTON, May 9—If the resi- 
dents ° of St. Charles should wake up 
some. morning to find clear water in 
the Missouri River, if the steamboat-

But» that’s the picture President 
Roosevelt is going to draw for the 
ernors when they meet ten cavs 
to discuss conservation of national re- 
sources. 

The experts of 
ice have prepared the figures to prove 
the picture and they expect the gov- 
ernors to sit up and take notice when 
the possibilities are shown. 

Here is the scheme to accomplish this 
result as it appears on paper: 

Five dams are to be built on the head- 
waters of the Missouri. Their construc- 
tion has already begun. They are on the 
Milk and Sun River in Montana, the 
Shoshone in Wyoming, the Belle Fourche 
in South Dakota and the North Platte 
in Wyoming and Nebraska, all tribu- 
taries of the Missouri and sources of its 
tloods and its mud. 

The dams are for irrigation purposes 
and the stored up waters are to make 
1,000,000 acres of land in the Far West 
productive. 

Will Tame the Missouri. 

Incidentally they are to make the Mis- 
sourl a nice, tame gtream full ef water 
almost fit to drink. 

The five dams, according to the ex- 
perts, will hold 112,636,141,200 cubic feet 
of water. This they figure is all the 
flood wateP8which the five rivers pro- 
duce and send inte the Missouri every 
year, causing its rampages and filling it 
with mud and silt. 

In the flood seasens the waters will be 
caught behind the dams instead of being 
allowed to run :-vay and destroy mil- 
lions of dollars in property. 

They will be held until the dry sea- 
sons, when they will be let out into the 
irrigating ditches, whence gradually 
they will return to the streams. 

As a result, the old Missouri, the ex- 
perts figure, will not go dry in summer. 
the dams will ‘old the flood waters un- 
til the dry seasons, and then release 
them gradually and without the mud, 
keeping the flow about the same, the 
year around. 

But befere. it. gets. away. from . the 
dams, the water will be used also to 
generate power for electrical plants, to 
supply light and heat to the farmers in

Dr. Jonas had intended to 
surprise a number of these members by 
inviting them to a quiet “kaffee 
klatsch’’ at his home, 1223 Tyler street, 
at the close of the services. Before he 
could announce the invitation, however, 
he was himself invited into the parlors 
of the church, which he found elabo- 
rately decorated. At the conclusion ofa 
luncheon, smuggled into the church 
without the knowledge of the pastor, 
Dr. Jonas was Again surprised by the 
gift of 100 silver dollars upon a silver 
tray, in recognition of his silver anni- 
versary. The presentation was made by 
Henry Brockhoff, president of the 
church. 

Has Married 2500 Couples. 

The ‘‘vital statistics’’ of Dr. Jonas’ 
pastorate are interesting and remark- 
able. During his 25 years with the 
church he has married 2500 couples and 
buried 3270 persons. He has baptized 
64490 children and confirmed 2100. Per- 
sons who were comparatively young 
when he began his pastorate have grown 
to old age under his spiritual guidance: 
while the members who were in the 
prime of life and the leading spirits of 
the congregation when first took 
charge are nearly all dead. The oldest 
couple now members of the congrega- 
tion are William Baumann, 88 vears old.

Yet a newspaper can never be influ- 
ential if it seeks to do no. more than to please the unthinking, or echo the 
cries of ignorance and passion. Indeed to become truly commanding a 
newspaper must have convictions, must sometimes fearlessly oppose the 
will of the very public upon which its existence depends.

Dr. C. H. Stocking of Youngstown, 
O., and not Dr. Randle will step into 
the pulpit. Dr. Stocking, who .is a 
prominent member of the G. A. R., 
arrived in St. Louis yesterday, ostens!- 
bly for the purpose of singing ‘The 
Sword of Bunker Hill’’ at the Ransom 
Post campfire last night. Outside of 
the members of the official board few 
rmembers of the Maple Avenue Metho- 
dist Church knew that he was to act 
as a supply in the place of Dr. Randle. 

Neither Dr. Randle nor any member 
of the board will tell the reason for 
the minister’s unexpected resignation. 

At 8 o’clock last night Dr. Randle 
said to.a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“TI have’ resigned the pastorate. I 
shall continue to be pastor until the 
first of June, but I do not care to occu- 
py the pulpit any longer. 

Keeps Reason Secret. 

‘There is a good reason for my _ res- 
ignation.

Dr. Randle said: ‘“‘You may 
just say that because of the state of 
Mrs. Randle's health I am resigning 
from the ministry and that I will leave 
St. Louis. Don’t forget to say that I 
am resigning from the ministry. That 
will be a surprise to some of these 
people.”’

Country Members Balk Effort 
of Committee to Disregard 
Primary. 








HOWE IS DISAPPOINTED 





“Eddie” Bernard Pushes Sena- 
torial Candidacy at Re- 
publican Meeting.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 9.—Having 
failed to roll N. T. Gentry, candidate for 
Attorney-General, or to agree on a com- 
plete. State ticket, the Republican State 
Committee adjourned at midnight with 
the empty announcement that fine plans 
had been devised for the success of the 
coming campaign. 

The committee session was held be- 
hind closed doors and lasted nine hours, 
allowing one hour for lunch and refresh- 
ments. 

Two sergeants-at-arms and-three po- 
litical men-of-all work were kept busy 
shying away intruders and weather 
strips, provided by the Madison tavern- 
keeper, kept information of the pro- 
ceedings from leaking throuhg the door 
cracks. 

Program Is Abandoned. 

The proposition of the party leaders 
was to suggest to the rank and file 
candidates for State Auditor, Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioner and As- 
sistant Attorney-General, to be voted 
on at the general primary election, 
Aug. 4. 

But this program was promptly aban- 
doned. Some of the country members 
reminded the leaders that the primary 
law for the selection of nominees for 
State offices is more popular than the 
politicians imagine; that if they ignored 
it and attempted to dictate to the 350,000 
Republican voters in this State they 
would reap a whirlwind of resentment 
and probably furnish excellent campaign 
material for the Democratic party. 

‘They'll call us bosses,” insisted the 
up-State Republicans. 

There was the case of Gentry, one of 
Attorney-General Hadley’s assistants. 
Nine thousand petitions in behalf of 


his nomination for Attorney-General are 
on file at the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice. But Hadley does not want Gen- 
try, the leaders do not want him and 
yet the Republican managers decided it 
was best not te swing the ax on his 
political aspirations at this time. 

All thiz was very disappointing to 
Jeptha D. Howe, chairman of the St. 
Louis City Committee, who was to pro- 
pose a substitute for Gentry in the per- 
son of John 8S. Leahy of St. Louis. 

Mr. Gentry -got lots of quiet en- 
joyment out of the situation. He is 
worth $100,000 and his friends say he 
doesn't have to worry anyway. 

“IT am in this race to stay,” said he 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘What 
the State Committee does or does not 
do regarding my candidacy is quite 
immaterial to me. I am not concern- 
ing myself about its meeting at all.” 


“Hddie” Bernard Active. 
There was only a partial attend- 
ance.of the committee, but nearly all 
of the absent members were ‘repre- 
sented by proxy. Perhaps the most 
active spirit in the St. Louls delega- 


tion was “Eddie” Bernard, legislative 
agent for the Kinloch Telephone Co. 


When the Committee took a recess 
Eddie began holding private confer- 
ences with the various committeemen. 
During a spare minute he said: 

“We have all been cautioned to keep 
everything dead, absolutely dead, but, 
on the square, there’ s nothing going on. 

“These men I have been talking to are 
interested in my candidacy for State 
Senator. You knew I am going to fight 
Eddie Baumann for the Republican 
ncmination in South St. Louis.’ 

At the Committee meeting J. H. Both- 
well announced that he would make 
the race for Lieutenant-Governor and 
tha opinion was expressed that he 
would have no opposition. A canvass 
of all the counties was raade to ascer- 
tain political conditions throughout the 
State. The-Committee decided that can- 


‘didates must be placed in the field for 


every office from Township Constable 
to Governor. 

Chairman Dickey declared that it 
would not do for the Committee to in- 
dorse any particular candidate. Attor- 
ney-General Hadley made a_ speech 
counseling harmony. / 

Candidates Have No Petitions. 


It became known last night that in 
nine congressional districts the Repub- 
licans have no candidates for Congress 
who have filed petitions with the Secre- 
tary of State.

when Helgelein is supposed to have been 
murdered, he and Lamphere drove to 
Michigan City. They returned about 8 
o’clock at night, and Lamphere got out 
of the rig when they reached a point 
opposite the Gunness farm and _ cut 
across the fields toward it, remarking 
that there would be “something doing’ 
there that night. 

Rye remembers that there were three 
inches of snow on the ground, and that 
Lamphere had to walk half a mile or 
more in the cold be/ore he could reach 
the farm. 

William Slater, often Lamphere’s bed- 
fellow after his dismissal from the Gun- 
ness establishment, says Lamphere toid 
him he had run Helgelein out of Mrs. 
Gunness’ house at the point of a re- 
volver, but that the South Dakotan re- 
turned later and remained. 

F. J. Pitner asserts, in a deposition 
made today, that Mrs. Gunness accom- 
panied Helgelein on his visits to the 
bank, and when the money was with- 
drawn, refused to let her visitor take a 
cashier’s check in part payment. 

Pitner insisted that the check was 
good in all banks of the city. Mrs. Gun- 
ness said only currency would do, and 
prevailed in the discussion. 


Woman Died With Children, 

The doctors who held the autopsy over 
the bodies of the three children and the 
woman’s headless body said today that 
the hearts showed that all died sud- 
denly, and at about the same time. 
This means that, if Mrs. Gunness did 
substitute another’s body to masquer- 
ade as her own, she killed that woman 
on the same, day that the children were 
killed. 

The quest for bodies in the farmyard 
was abandoned today, and the search- 
ers turned their attention to the base- 
ment, where the bodies of the three 
children and the unidentified woman 
were discovered. Including her two hus- 
bands, the murders now ascribed to 
Mrs. Gunness number 16. 

In the basement were found a gold 
ring and a gold locket, identified as 
ornaments owned by Mrs. Gunness, not 
habitually worn by her. They had been 
subjected to the same degree of heat 
as the gold teeth which the livfng Mrs. 
Gunness wore, but so far no trace of 
these teeth has been found. 

Two More Missing Men. 

One of the skeletons is believed to 
be that of E. J. Thielson of Minne- 
apolis, who began corresponding with 
Mrs, Gunness in 1906, and left there to 
visit her in the spring of 1907. 

A. J. Warren, a Minneapolis de- 
tective arrived today. He was sent 
by relatives of Thielson. 

He says Thielson answered an ad- 
vertisement in the Minneapolis Times. 
They corresponded several months. He 
finally told his relatives he believed 
she was all right, and left for Laporte. 

His relatives never heard from him 
after he came here. 

Wakefield Perry of Mt. Monterey, Pa., 
read an advertisement in a newspaper 
for a man to run a farm at Laporte. 
He answered it and left there to come 
here. He never returned home. 

Sheriff Smutzer received a letter to- 
day from Mt. Monterey officials in- 
quiring about him. 


DRAYMAN THINKS 
HE SAW WOMAN 


LAPORTE, Ind., May 9.—Jesse J. 
Hurst of Decatur, Ind., a dray driver, 
thinks he hauled Mrs. Gunness on his 
dray when she was fleeing. : 

In a letter to Sheriff Smutzer, he says 
that last Wednesday a tall man, with 
dark hair and mustache and a “sneaky” 
way, arranged with him to transfer a 
sick woman from the Erie depot to the 
Grand Rapids & Indiana Railroad, at 
Decatur. 

He transferred the woman, who, he 
says, weighed 225 pounds and looked 
very much Itke the pictures of Mrs. 
Gunness, and they went south on the 
Grand Rapids line. The man told him 
they were from South Dakota. 

He thinks the woman was not sick, as 
she looked healthy to him. The two 
seemed in a great hurry. 

Postmaster Small says Mrs. Gunness 
got more letters than anybody else in 
Laporte. The postmarks showed that 
her correspondents lived in all parts of 
the country. 


MINER TO SEEK 
GOLD IN ASHES 


LAPORTE, Ind., May 9.—Sheri¢r 
Smutzer has announced that he will dis. 
continue digging for bodies on the Gun- 
ness farm. Half a dozen spets have 
been excavated since the tenth body was 
unearthed, but in none of these ‘places 
was a trace of graves found. 

The, heaps of debris in the cellar of 
the burned house are to be searched 
next «week. The authorities, despite 
statements of persons who knew 
Mrs. Gunness, say the body found in the 
ruins was hers, and will try to confirm 
this theory by their search. 

Mrs. Gunness’ had a large amount of 
gold-filling in her teeth. No trace of 
this metal has been found In the ruins. 
The Sheriff will put an expert miner 
fin the basernent to search the ashes 
for traces of gold. 
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the basement, and the gold fillings 
would also, it is believed, have sur- 
vived the heat of the fire. As Mrs, 
Gunness did not always wear the ring, 
it proves nothing. 

Digging this afternoon was ham- 
pered by the crowds which swarmed 
about the excavators, and after a futile 
attempt to keep the spectators back the 
Sheriff abandened operations. 


FORMER EMPLOYE 
TELLS OF FARM 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., May 9%— 
Emil Greening, a carpenter, and his 
brother Fred, a painter, both of whom 
worked last summer on the Gunness 
farm near Laporte, Ind., today gave 
circumstantial details of the mysterious 
visits of a dozen men to the home of 
Mrs. Gunness, and of their more mys- 
terlous disappearance. 

Jennie Olsen, the murdered foster 
daughter of Mrs. Gunness, was Emil 
Greening’s intended wife. 

‘One morning I did not see Jennie,”’ 
he said, “and Mrs. Gunness told me 
she had been awake almost all night 
and that she was still asleep and did 
not want to be disturbed. 

‘“T was sent on an errand late in the 
afternoon, and when I got back I was 
told that Jennie was gone. I wrote 
to her, but I never received any an- 
swer. 


Men Came Continually. 
‘Mrs. Gunness said a professor took 


her away to school, but none of us ever 
saw the professor. All the day follow- 
ing the disappearance Mrs. Gunness 
was very nervous. 

‘Mrs. Gunness recefved men visitors 
all the time. <A different man came 
nearly every weak, and they always 
stayed in the house. She introduced 
them as her cousins and they came 
from Kansas, South Dakota, Wisconsin 
and many from Chicago. 

“Several were never seen to leave the 
place. 

‘Most of the men that came brought 
their trunks with them, but the trunks 
seldom went away. We never knew 
when to expect these fellows, but they 
almost always had money. 


Children Kept Away. 
‘Mrs. Guaness kept them in the par- 


lors and the best, bedrooms. She was 
always careful to make the children 
stay away from her ‘cousins.’ 

“T never knew of Mrs. Gunness taking 
a fancy to any of the hired hands ex- 
cept Ray Lamphere. 

“Tt distinctly remember a Mr. Moo, 
who came from Chicago the day be- 
fore Christmas, 1906. He was with Mrs. 
Gunness almost constantly. 

His trunks stayed, and no one saw 
him go. It was several days before Mrs. 
Gunness admitted that he was gone. 

Two More Disappear. 

“Shortly afterwards, Mrs. Gunness 
sent me to Michigan City to get a 
horse that she said Meo had promised 
to give her. When I got to Michigan 
City, something was wrong, and I was

After Mr. 
his address of welcome and read 
the sterlir ; message of his father, 
which é&pre.ra elsewhere in the Post- 
Dispatch, he introduced Acting Mayor 
McCowan, who on behalf of the 
eity congratulated The Worl and its 
fovnder and extended a hearty greet- 
ing to the distinguished company assem- 
bled in the editorial rooms. 

Gov. Mead of Washington State then 
delivered a happy talk on the wonders 
of the great Northwest. He was fol- 
lowed by Senator William Alden Smith 
of Michigan, once a newsboy, but now 
one of the finished scholars of the coun- 
try. 

When he had finished, Mr. Pulitzer in- 
troduced Lieutenant-Governor Chanler 
of New York. He paid charming trib- 
ute to Mr. Pulitzer and then closed with 
the following bit of fun that aroused 
the audience to wild applause, not only 
in approval of what he said, but the 
clever way in which he said it. He 
had been discussing politics and report- 
ers in a praiseworthy manner. Quickly 
he changed and said: 

“Mr. President, I am not here tonight 
to take up the time of others. I am 
simply here to join in the paying of a 
universal trioute te a great journal, but 
before I sit down I want to find fault 
with the New York World. 


“What Is a Democrat?” 
“For some time this paper has been 
asking and asking again and placing 


upon its editorial page this question: 
‘What is a Democrat?” (Laughter.) The 
New York World never asked me to 
answer that question and I am going to 
answer it tonight. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) I am not here to talk politics. 
There is so much noise in the height of 
of a campaign. (Laughter.) I will an- 
swer this question in seven words. 

“The question is “What is a Demo- 
crat? and the answer is: ‘The next 
President of the United States.’” 
(Great and prolonged applause.) 

Mr. Ralph Pulitzer then arose to in- 
troduce the man who was an utter 
stranger to nine-tenths of the audi- 
ence, but who instantly won it as 
none other and thereafter he kept it 
shouting its joy and encouragement. 
Mr. Pulitzer said: 

“The World is scarcely a hide-bound 
party organ, but we confess to a 
sense of pride that the Democratic 
party should be able to number among 
its leaders a man like Senator Gore 
of Oklahoma.” 

Then the blind orator arose and for 
three minutes had to stand bowing 
his acknowledgements. At last quiet 
being restored he spoke in part as 
follows: 

“Friends, ladies and gentlemen, I 
am not able to see why the represen- 
tatives of our distinguished aost 
should have seen fit to call upon me 
unarmed to affilct this splendid as- 
sembly of talent and of genius, of 
beauty and of chivalry. 

Makes Witty Speech. 

“The press in my section of the 
country does not enjoy an infallible 
reputation either for truth or for 
veracity. 
I therefore exacted a solemn promise 
and a solemn bond from the represen- 
tative of the World when I accepted 
this invitation that I would not be 
called upon to address the assem- 
Dblage. (Laughter.) 

“I therefore appreciated tae humor 
and the frony of the suggestion on 
the part of Mr, Pulitzer when he as- 
sured this audience that the World 
told the-truth. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

“Now, I would not have any one 
imagine that this is an extemporane- 
ous and impromptu or unpremeditated 
speech (laughter), or that it is being 
delivered without malice aforetaought 
Claughter), although it may be inno- 
cent of any other form of thought or 
of forethought. -

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greatness at the bar and in the court, 
the supreme court of of public opinion, 
from which there is no appeal. 

“The great Napoleon said that pos- 
terity would seek him in the Code Na- 
poleon and posterity will seek Pulitzer 
in The World and in the files of the 
New York World, which will be found 
to shine even amid the dust of ages. 
Pulitzer made The World, and he made 
it in hig own image. He did not make 
it in six or»even in seven days, but the 
unanimous verdict of his life and vi- 
sions pronounce the supreme and final 
judgment: ‘It is good, he builded well 
and he builded wisely.’ 

Praises Mr. Pulitzer. 

“Mr. Pulitzer and The World have, 
during a quarter of a century, seen this 
mighty republic almost double in the 
number of its population and have heard 
some allusions to free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

“During that quarter of a century Mr. 
Pulitzer and The World have seen the 
wealth of this nation more than dou- 
bled in its fabulous billions, and have 
seen the tariff twice revised—twice up 
and once down—sort of down. 

‘During that time Mr. Pulitzer and 
The World have seen this country g0 
Democratic, Republican and wrong. I 
had almost forgotten to reiterate and 
to bear witness to the statement that 
Mr. Pulitzer is a great Democrat and 
that the New York World is a great 
Democratic paper—occasionally. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“During that % years Mr. Pulitzer and 
The World have seen seven years of 
Roosevelt in the presidency, and to the 
surprise of all concerned God still 
reigns, at least theoretically.

‘‘To descend from eloquence to sordid- 
ness, I wish to say that I think supper 
is about ready downstairs.’ (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Dr. Nicholas M. Butler, president 
of Columbia University, and John F. 
Finley, president of the College of the 
City of New York, spoke on the educa- 
tional aspects of journalism. While 
these ceremonies were going on,. the 
outside of the building was brilliant 
with pyrotechnic display. The cheers 
of the crowds in City Hall park as 
some particularly spectacular bomb 
burst, were heard by the guests in the 
library.

LEGISLATORS JOLLY TRIP 
ON THE WORLD'S TRAIN 
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Senators, Representatives and Government De- 
partment Heads Swap Stories From 


Washington to 


New York City. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Fifty-seven 
Senators, representatives and public of- 
ficials left. Washington this morning on 
The World’s special train to attend the 


celebration. Two mere got aboard at 
Philadelphia—Dr. Harvey W. Wiley and 
Representative J. Hampton Moore. The 
even 60 was made up at New York by 
Senator William Alden Smith of Mich- 
igan, who had been obliged to go to 
Roston, but had hurried from there te 
complete the party. 

No more. strikingly representative 
body of public men ever teok a trip 
together for an unefficial purpose. With 
all of them there was a desire to see 
how a great newspaper plant is run and 
to participate in deing honor to a fac- 
tor in American pregress. It was as 
interesting a trainlioad as ever came 
from Washington to New York. There 
was not @ man in the party who was 
net eminent in some way in public life. 
Democrats and Republicans, Bryan 
and anti-Bryan men, Roosevelt men 
and enemies of the Administration 
fraternized as soon as the train start- 
ed; and it was curiously noticeable that 
the men whose views were widest apart 
seemed to pick each other eut for so- 
cial interceurse. 

Many Steries Told. 

Within 10 minutes after the train had 
started, the train was a babel of story 
telling, political argument, reminiscent 
and every sort of discussion which could 
be expected when a lot of the brightest 
minds in the nation get together. The 
cloakrooms in the House and Senate 
are nothing to it. In the cloakrooms 
two or three are gathered together, but 
here were 60, many of whom had hith- 
erto only the slightest acquaintance 
with é¢ach other up till today and The 
World's train served as a means for es- 
tablishing a general clearing house of 
views. Not a few important political 
conferences were held in the various 
cars. : 

While many of the statesmen were 
friends, and often chums, it would prob- 
ably have surprised a man unused to 
Washington life to see cases in which 
men who have served in the same Con- 
gress for years were unacquainted with 
each other. 

Introductions were by no means infre- 
quent, and The World thus served as a 
means for bringing a number ef public 
men together. Very few people realize 
what a big body Congress is and how 
long it takes a Congressman to get 
around in it. It is a little city by it- 
self.

Gov. Mead of Washington State then 
delivered a happy talk on the wonders 
of the great Northwest. He was fol- 
lowed by Genator William Alden Smith 
of Michigan, once a newsboy, but now 
one of the finished scholars of the coun- 
try. 

When he had finished, Mr. Pulitzer in- 
troduced Lieutenant-Governor Chanler 
of New York. He paid charming trib- 
ute to Mr. Pulitzer and then closed with 
the following bit of fun that aroused 
the audience to wild applause, not only 
in approval of what he said, but the 
clever way in which he said it. He 
had been discussing politics and report- 
ers in a praiseworthy manner. Quickly 
he changed and said: 

“Mr. President, I am not here tonight 
to take up the time of others. I am 
simply here to join in the paying of a 
universal trioute te a great journal, but 
before I sit down I want to find fault 
with the New York World. 


“What Is a Democrat?” 
“For some time this paper has been 
asking and asking again and placing 


upon its editorial page this question: 
“What is a Democrat?” (Laughter.) The 
New York World never asked me to 
answer that question and I am going to 
answer it tonight. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) I am not here to talk politics. 
There is so much noise in the height of 
of a campaign. (Laughter.) I will an- 
swer this question in seven words. 

“The question is “What is a Demo- 
erat? and the answer is: ‘The next 
President of the United States.’ ” 
(Great and prolonged applause.) 

Mr. Ralph Pulitzer then arose to in- 
troduce the man who was an utter 
stranger to nine-tenths of the audi- 
ence, but who instantly won it as 
none other and thereafter he kept it 
shouting its joy and encouragement. 
Mr. Pulitzer said: 

“The World is scarcely a hide-bound 
party organ, but we confess to a 
sense of pride that the Democratic 
party should be able to number among 
its leaders a man like Senator Gore 
of Oklahoma.” 

Then the blind orator arose and for 
three minutes had to stand bowing 
his acknowledgements. At last quiet 
being restored he spoke in part as 
follows: 

“Friends, ladies and gentlemen, I 
am not able to see why the represen- 
tatives of our distinguished aost 
should have seen fit to call upon me 
unarmed to affiict this splendid as- 
sembly of talent and of genius, of 
beauty and of chivalry. 

Makes Witty Speech. 

“The press in my section of the 
country does not enjoy an infallible 
reputation either for truth or for 
veracity. 
I therefore exacted a solemn promise 
and a solemn bond from the represen- 
tative of the World when I accepted 
this invitation that I would not be 
called upon to address the assem- 
‘Dblage. (Laughter.) 

“I therefore appreciated tae humor 


land the irony of the suggestion on 


the part of Mr. Pulitzer when he as- 
sured this audience that the World 
told the-truth. (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) 

“Now, I would not have any one 
imagine that this is an extemporane- 
ous and impromptu or unpremeditated 
speech (laughter), or that it ts being 
delivered without malice aforetnaought 
(iaughter), although it may be inno- 
eent of any other form of thought or 
of forethought. 

“My friends, you of the East must 
come to the West for your brains, for

coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

“During that quarter of a century Mr. 
Pulitzer and The World have seen the 
wealth of this nation more than dou- 
bled in its fabulous billions, and have 
seen the tariff twice revised—twice up 
and once down—sort of down. . 

“During that time Mr. Pulitzer and 
The World have seen this country £0 
Democratic, Republican and wrong. I 
had almost forgotten to reiterate and 
to bear witness to the statement that 
Mr. Pulitzer is a great Democrat and 
that the New York World is a great 
Democratic paper—occasionally. (Ap- 
plause.) 

“During that % years Mr. Pulitzer and 
The World have seen seven years of 
Roosevelt in the presidency, and to the 
surprise of all concerned God still 
reigns, at least theoretically.

“To descend from eloquence to sordid- 
ness, I wish to say that I think supper 
is about ready downstairs."" (Laughter 
and applause.) 

Dr. Nicholas M. Butler, president 
of Columbia University, and John F. 
Finley, president of the College of the 
City of New ork, spoke on the educa- 
tional aspects of journalism. While 
these ceremonies were going on,. the 
outside of the building was brilliant 
with pyrotechnic display. The cheers 
of the crowds in City Hall park as 
some particularily spectacular bomb 
burst, were heard by the guests in the 
library.

LEGISLATORS JOLLY TRIP 
ON THE WORLD'S TRAIN 
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Senators, Representatives and Government De- 
partment Heads Swap Stories From 


Washington to 


New York City. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May  9.—Fifty-seven 
Senators, representatives and public of- 
ficials left. Washington this morning on 
The World’s special train to attend the 


celebration. Two mere got aboard at 
Philadelphia—Dr. Harvey W. Wiley and 
Representative J. Hampton Moore. The 
even 60 was made up at New York by 
Senator William Alden Smith of Mich- 
igan, who had been obliged to go to 
Boston, but had hurried from-there te 
complete the party. 

No more. strikingly representative 
body of public men ever took a trip 
together for an unefficial purpose. With 
all of them there was a desire to see 
how a great newspaper plant is run and 
to participate in deing honor to a fac- 
tor in American pregress. It was as 
interesting a trainload as ever came 
from Washington to New York. There 
was not @ man in the party who was 
net eminent in some way in public life. 
Democrats and Republicans, Bryan 
and anti-Bryan men, Roosevelt men 
and enemies of the Administration 
fraternized as soon as the train start- 
ed; and it was curiously noticeable that 
the men whose views were widest apart 
seemed to pick each other eut for so- 
cial interceurse. 

Many Steries Told. 

Within 10 minutes after the train had 
started, the train was a babel of story 
telling, political argument, reminiscent 
and every sort of discussion which could 
be expected when a lot of the brightest 
minds in the nation get together. The 
cloakrooms in the House and Senate 
are nothing to it. In the cloakrooms 
two or three are gathered together, but 
here were 60, many of whom had hith- 
erto only the slightest acquaintance 
with each other up till today and The 
World’s train served as a means for es- 
tablishing a general clearing house of 
views. Not a few important political 
conferences were held in the various 
cars. s 

While many of the statesmen were 
friends, and often chums, it would prob- 
ably have surprised a man unused to 
Washington life to see cases in which 
men who have served in the same Con- 
gress fot years were unacquainted with 
each other. 

Introductions were by no means infre- 
quent, and The World thus served as a 
means for bringing a number ef public 
men together. Very few people realize 
what a big body Congress is and how 
long it takes a Congressman to get 
around in it. It is a little city by it- 
self.

Tells Voters State Should Print 
Schoolbooks and Supply 
Them at Cost.

VERSAILLES, Mo., May 9.—David A. 
Ball, candidate for the nomination for 
Governor, was a speaker at the Demo- 
cratic County Convention here today. 
He made a plea to the Democrats to 
support his candidacy, arguing that he 
deserved to be made Governor because 
for 30 years he had “helped elect every 
Democratic ticket elected in Missouri’’ 
and had “fought for those defeated.” 

Mr. Ball said he was opposed to 
state-wide prohibition, but favored le- 
cal option, believing every community 
should decide for itself whether liquor 
should or should not be sold there. 

He vigorously denounced the so-called 
school boek trust, advocating the ap- 
pointment of a textbook commission, 
composed of prominent educaters, to 
adopt a uniferm scale of text books; 
that the State then establish its own 
plant and supply these text books to 
the school children at actual cost. Mr.

They kept on running toward Jeffersen 
avenue. Washam turned in an alarm. 

Chief Shea was driving west on Park 
avenue at full speed when he saw the 
two men running. Several false alarms 
have been turned in from that neigh- 
borhood recently, and the firemen 
thought the fugitives had been at this 
work. 

Shea ordered his driver te follow 
them. The men separated at St. Vin- 
cent avenue, McCaffery running west 
and Roos east. Shea jumped from his 
buggy and pursued McCaffery, while 
Stibak followed Roos. Both were 
caught after running more than a 
block. 

The watchman. _ meanwhile had 
aroused the persons sleeping above the 
saloon, Mrs. Emma Dill and her son 
Harry, and Edward. Spellenberg.

The fire did $500 damage. When it

DEATHS AND BIRTHS DURING 
THE WEEK WERE SAME—186 


Smallpox and Alcoholism Each 
Claimed a Victim and Tuber- 


culosis 20. 

The first fatal case of smallpox in a 
year was included in the 186 deaths re- 
ported last: week. During the cold 
weather, when smallpox is ordinarily 
the most virulent, there was not a 
death. 

The persistent rains of last week 
didn’t discourage the National Fowl— 
the stork—a great deal. He made the 
rounds pretty thoroughly, and made 























18 homes happy—and noisy. 

Pneumonia found five victims more 
last week than in the previous seven 
days. Tuberculosis was not so deadly, 
having been charged with 2% deaths 
last week against’ $2 the week before. 
The mortality from the contagious dis- 
eases was one death from scarlatina, 
one from diphtheria, one from croup and 
one from whooping cough. 

One death was attributed to alce- 
holism. That was the second in many 
months, the other having been reported 
May 2. There were three suicides, one 
homicide and five accidental deaths last 


week. 


PAIR ACCUSED OF FRAUD 
MOBBED BY FOREIGNERS 


Granite City Crowd Tries to Take 
Employment Agents From 


Police. 


Following their rescue from a mob 
of angry foreigners, James Stevens 
and John Naun, arrested by the po- 
lice of Granite City on chirges of ob- 
taining money under false pretences, 
were released yesterday on bonds of 
$1000 each. They were arraigned be- 
fore Police Magistrate Edwin Rigg 
in Granite City, and thetr preliminary 
hearing was set for Tuesday. 

The police accuse Stevens and Naun 
of-swindling foreign laborers in Gran- 
ite City out of money paid by them 
to obtain jobs. It is charged that 
Stevens and Naun pretended to con- 
duct a labor agency, and demanded $6 
from each man for whom they under- 
took to get a job. About 200 men 
paid the fee, the police say. 

A large number of foreigners ac- 
companied the three policemen who 
went to arrest Stevens and Naun Fri- 
day night, and after the arrest the 
foreigners attempted to take them 
from the police. A hard fight pre- 
vented the capture.

The Government has _ introduced 
witnesses to show that Lewis did not 
put a dollar of kis own into the capi- 
tal stock of the bank, that the first 
board of directors of the bank was 
composed of Lewis and employes of 
his publishing company, and that he 
borrowed from the bank up into the 
hundreds of thousands. 

After the Government has rested 
late Friday afternoon, Judge Barclay 
unexpectedly made the opening state- 
ment for the defense. He disclaimed 
any intent to defraud on Lewis’ part 
when the bank plan was evolved in 
Lewis’ mind.

Bryan Gains 46 Delegates in 
Week, but Johnson Takes 
Minnesota.

WASHINGTON, May 9%.—With 
delegates still to be heard from, See- 
retary Taft lacks only 114 delegates of 
enough to assure his nomination on the 
first ballot. This estimate does not 
credit to him any of the 63 uninstrycted 
delegates which have no announced 
preference or any of the 102 contested 


delegates. 

That he is certain to get many of 
these is unquestioned. 

Of the 170 delegates still unreported 
102 are to come from states: which have 
ilready expressed a preference for Taft 


‘leither through their State committees 


or through districts in them which 

1ave elected delegates. The ether 68 
ire from New York and New Jersey, 
which are doubtful, and from South- 
‘rn states which will have contests. 

In their weekly statement the Taft 
managers declare their candidate’s nom- 
ination assured. They declare he has 
452 pledged to him and that three 
fourths of the uninstructed delegates 
are friendly to him. He will need 491 
to neminate him. Almost all the dee- 
gates still to be elected, the managers 
say, will come from Taft strongholds. 

During the past week Secretary Taft 
gained 46 instructed delegates and five 
uninstructed, but favVOrable, making. his 
total assured 9877. | 

Senator Foraker is the only candidate 
who won instructed delegates. The 
First Georgia gave him two, being the 
first he has gained uncontested. 

266 Openly Anti-Taft. , 

The anti-Taft allies gained ll dele- 
gates favorable to them but unin- 
structed, which, with Eoraker’s two and 
their previous gains, give them a tetal 
of 266 delegates. Six uninstructed dele- 
gates ef the week gave no preference. 

Taft's gains during the week were 
from Kentucky, where the. Fairbanks 
managers gained only two instructed 
delegates out ef 26, and Taft gained 20; 
Connecticut, which gave Taft 10 of its 
1¢ delegates; Wyoming, six delegates, 
the Eighth Missouri, Fourth and Ninth 
Alabama and First North Carolina. 

The uninstructed delegations ef the 
week are as follows: 

Thirteenth Misseuri, no preference, 
Twenty-fifth New York, which chose one 
Hughes man and one Cannen man un- 
pledged; Utah State and district, which 
made Reosevelt its first choice and Taft 
its second choice; First and Third Cen- 
necticut, which are anti-Taft, Ninth 
Georgia; New Jersey State, two of its 
big four being Taft men and two anti- 
Taft; First Virginia, which endersed 
Taft; Third Seuth Carolina. which chose 
one Taft and one Feraker man, and 
Twenty-fifth New York. 

The week's contests are from the 
Fifth and Sixth Kentucky, Sixth and 
Eighth North Carolina, and Fourth and 
Fifth Geergia. In the Kentucky districts 
the fight was between Taft and Fair- 
banks, and in the other districts be- 
tween the Lily Whites, who favor Taft 
and the negroes whe want Feraker,

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 9.—William 
Christy Bryan ef St. Louis, candidate 
for Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, arrived in the city yesterday to 
meet the Democrats of Springfield and 
Greene County, and to attend the coun- 
ty convention today. Mr. Bryan was 
shaking hands with the lawyers and 
other Democrats today. 

Mr. Bryan has practiced law for a 
number of years, and four years ago 
was Democratic nominee for Judge of 
the Circuit Court of St. Louis, but was 
defeated in the Republican landslide of 
that. year, when Roosevelt carried the 
State. Mr. Bryan is in the prime of his 
life, and seems to be making a good im- 
pression among the lawyers and Demo- 
crats. 

He is opposing Judge Bland for the 
nemination, and his friends claim he 
should succeed ewing to the fact that 
Judge Bland has been on the bench 2 
years and is now 72 years of age. They 
say that to give Judge Bland another 
term of 12 years would make a total 
of #@ years in office for him, and he 
would be 8 years old at the expiration 
of his time. The term of office is 12 
years and it pays $66,000. More than 
6000 petitioners have endorsed Mr. Bryan 
for Judge of the Court of Appeals.

dust-covered and moth-eaten, @- mam- 
moth painting which Dowd bid in at an 
auction sale for $20. 

Dowd is startled almost beyond imag- 
ination today by the verdict of several 
art critics, who have examined his 
painting and pronounced it an allegor- 
ical work of the famous Remano, paint- 
ed in Italy several centuries ago and 
today probably worth thousands of del- 
lars. One estimate places its value at 
$106,000. 

Netwithstanding that his treasure is 
known to but few people in the Hub, 
Dowd has already refused a lump sum 
for it. Two offers were of $150 each. 
Another was of $500. There was 4 
fourth offer of $1000 cash on the spot, 
but to each prospective buyer Jimmy’s 
message was the same: 

If it’s 
worth that te you, ‘twill be werth more 
to me if I hold it a while Anyway, 
I'll) wait and see.”’ 

Today Jimmy Dowd is all smiles. He 
wonders what the future holds ferth 
for him. He dreams of riches. Confess- 
ing that when he went into the antique 
business he couldn't tell an antique 
from a modern encyclopedia, he pats 
himself on the back for what he calls 
his good luck.

Today the dust is all removed from 
Jimmy's treasure. It has been thor- 
oughly washed and dried. Resurrected 
from its graveyard among loads of old 
clocks, lamps, carpets, rugs, draperies 
and mahoganies, it hangs prominently 
upon the side wall of Dowd's shop, 
where everybody passing the Motor 
Mart Building, on the Pleasant street 
side, can obtain a good view of it. 

Jimmy wants everybody to take a 
good look, because seon he expects his 
painting will adorn the walls of one of 
the country’s big museums of fine arts. 
New York may possibly get it. Plans 
are now said to be under way to have 
a representative of the New York Mu- 
seurn—a critic on rare Italian art—come 
here to inspect the painting, and then 
as Dowd expresses it:

The auction had not clesed, Dowd says, 
when a well-dressed, middle-aged man 
rushed in, almost breathlessly, and 
asked the auctioneer when “the big 
painting’ was to be offered. The auc- 
tioneer said it had gone to Dowd.

Jimmy wendered. Fifty dollars’ profit 
for two heurs’ work looked big to him, 
he says, but at the same time he won- 
dered at the stranger’s anxiety and his 
eazerness to buy.

For nearly twenty years Mr. Pulitzer has suffered the physical 
ills of an invalid and the loss of sight. But no pain has ever caused 
him to lessen his care and responsibility for the character and con- 
duct of his papers, and the affliction of blindness seemed to give 
him an even deeper insight into the hearts and minds of the Amer- 
ican people. 

It is sometimes charged against editors and statesmen of for- 
eign birth that they never are able to quite comprehend the Amer-

E. L. Godkin, for many years editor of the New York Evening 
Post, and the late Carl Schurz have been cited often as notable | 
examples of this criticism. Of the latter James G. Blaine said: So8<-" >, 
“He has not become rooted and grounded, is not. identified with any #2 =~ 
interest or class. He stands rather as a representativ German- 
American.” Mr. Godkin’s associate and biographer, Joseph B. Bish- 
op, felt obliged to recognize and to defend simflar accusation against 
his friend, putting the question: “Had he no faith in American | 
institutions? Was he never American in feeling?” Mr. Schurz in old 
aye wrote in the German language that part of his interesting 
Recollections relating to his early life and experiences in Germany; 
Mr. Godkin retired to England to spend his last days. 

But Joseph Pulitzer, visiting old scenes on the Continent, in 
1878, wrote to the New York Sun: “The more I see of Europe 
the more American [ become. However great the treasure of art, 
j prefer the treasure of liberty. I always enjoy myself in Europe, 
yet I always like to return. I like their operas and galleries, their 

museums and statues, their old castles and new palaces, but I 
* like still more our plain land without the glare of royalty or no- 
bility.” 

The life of Joseph Pulitzer, in itself a romance, is the mote in- 
teresting because his career from his young manhood is practically 
the record of his two great newspapers. 


A-PLAIN NARRATIVE OF 
JOSEPH PULITZER’S LIFE 


[ THE summer of 1864 Joseph Pulitzer arrived in America. 
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He was then a few months past 17 years of age—a tall youth, 
whose most striking.characteristic was a restless energy that 
stimulated his mind to persistent inquiry and his body to cease- 
less activity. He possessed no money but a 20-franc piece; he spoke 
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only the German language; he had no friends here, no knowledge 
of the country. The Civil War was in progress, and he came ‘to' 
be a soldier. 





He was born near Budapest, Hungary, April 10, 1847. The cir- 
cumstances of the family permitted a good elementary education, 
partly under a private teacher, and somhe early knowledge of af- 
fairs in Budapest and Vienna. Military life, inspired through the 
adventures of an uncle in the French Foreign Legion, was his: first 
fascination and ambiton. The Archduke Maximilian of Austria 
had accepted the throne of Mexico and set out for his new empire 
early in the year 1864, backed by French troops. The young man 
took his pittance of patrimony and hastened to Paris to join the 
Mexican expedition. He was rejected because of defective eyesight. 
Then he turned toward the United States, where the great civil 
strife was waging. 

Reaching New York, his hain was arrested by a call for re- 
eruits for the Lincoln Cavalry. The name attracted his attention. 
To his surprise he found the command was in reality the First New 
York Cavalry, and the squadron to which he was assigned composed 
of reach foreigners like himself. 

The regiment was attached to. Sheridan’s command in Virginia 

and served to the final surrender at Appomattox. The young recruit

N MAY 10, 1883, The World came under the own- 
ership of Joseph Pulitzer. At once it was in- 
, spired with new principles and dedicated to a 
Rew’ cause. May 10, 1908, marks the completion of a 
quarter of a century under the same control and di- 
rection, and the beginning of ‘a new era of gréater 
publicity, greater public service and greater inde- 
mendence. 

#Jeurnalism in both America and England had con- 
fined.its activities to the reporting of news events and 
te the expression of editorial opinion, chiefly po- 
litica!:. The day of action, of participation in the 
affairs of city, State and nation as an active agent, 
t+ drawing of the sword of Publicity as a weapon for 
Weth attack and defense of popular rights began with 
Me. Pulitzer’s assumption of the direction, first of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and later of The World. 

To enumerate the performance of public service by 
The World in the field of crime alone would be 
to print many columns of absorbing history of mys- 
terious murders, of great thefts, of dark outrages and 
cruel oppression. But more dangerous than the crim- 
finals of violence are the unscrupulous law breakers 
who prey upon the institutions ef society, who steal 
from public treasuries, who barter for bribes, who 
filch trust funds and who accumulate ill-gotten 
wealth. These are the men who fear most the light 
ef Publicity, and on them The World has turned it 
most fiercely in the performance of public service. 

The aldermen who gave the Broadway Railroad 
franchise for enormous bribes were exposed and con- 
victed by it. The lobbyists, like E. S. Phelps, who 
dealt in legislators’ votes, were driven from Albany 
by publicity. The Pacific railroad owners who tried 
te avoid paying the just debts to the Government felt 
its force and surrendered. The foes of honest gov- 
ernment, regardless of political party, have dreaded 
its power in many a campaign. 

There eventually came times when corruption defied 
even exposure, and wrong had so strongly intrenched 
itself that even the outcry of an aroused community 
could not unseat it. The The Werld advanced further 
in ite battling for the people and invoked the aid of 
the courts, with itself as petitioner, to pretect the 
public. This extraordinary action, establishing a 
precedent in journalism, was taken first in 1897, when 
by an injunction The World prevented the Board of 
Alderinen, soon to leave office, from giving away 
@ vaiuable street railway franchise in Kingsbridge 
road. Again, and more notably, the power was in- 
voked in 1900, when it haled inte court Mayor Van 
Wyck and his partners in the Ice Trust, who were 
attempting to throttle the city. Before the bar they 
were ferced to confess their part in a scheme of 
monopoly. and higher prices, and it was overthrown. 
_ Interesting and important as these acts of public 
service were at the time, there are others in the

Te secure the return of Democracy to power after 
24 years of defeat was the first of fhe World’s great 
battles for pelitical principle.

As Mr. Pulitz- 
er wrete in later years: “‘Whatever credit Mr. Cleve- 
land and the Democratic party received, The World 
never for ene moment considered itself a party paper. 
It promised to support truly democratic principles, 
truly democratic ideas, and it has done so and will 

© so, with entire independence of bosses, machine 
candidates and platforms, following only the dictates 
ef its conscience.”’

N THE revolution of the Cuban people to free

strikingly illustrated the power of publicity 
aid in the righteous cause of a nation. It was not 
the rifles and the machetes of the Cuban insurgents 
that won freedom for the island; it was the vivid pic- 
tures of their sufferings and the broadcast distribu- 
tion of their appeals through the medium of the press 
that roused public sentiment to wrath and brought 
about armed intervention by the United States and 
the brief war of 1898 between this country and Spain. 

In this making of history The World figured notably 
as an organ of humanity, a medium of communication 
for the belligerents and an ambussador of publicity 
for all interested nations. Its files are the “blue 
books” of that period, containing the appeals, the 
decrees and the proclamations addressed officially to 
it for the great audience of public opinion not only 
by the struggling insurgents but by the Captains- 
General in Havana and the Spanish Government in 
Madrid. The climax of this mission of publicity was 
reached when the commanders-in-chief of the oppos- 
ing armies joined in giving safe conduct back and 
forth through their lines to a World correspondent, 
so that America and Europe might know the truth. 

From 1895 to 1898, when brief war gave Cuba lib- 

erty, The World teld day by day the story of Weyvyler’s 
autocratic rule and relentless cruelty until Weyler 
threatened James Creelman, The World’s correspond- 
ent, with expulsion if he continued to send such 
hews. Creelman, undaunted, defied the angry Span- 
ish Captain-General and was deported, but other 
men took his place and there was no break in The 
World's awful story. Maceo appealed through The 
World to Americans to intervene and stop the butch- 
ery. Then Maceo was killed and Cisncros and Gomez, 
through the World, delivered Cuba’s ultimatum-—lib- 
erty or death. Later, the same leaders, in the same 
medium, expressed Cuba's willingness to purchase 
the island and pay Spain an indemnity. Sylvester 
Scovel, a World correspondent, was arrested for in- 
curring Weyler’s displeasure, but a storm of indignant 
protests forced his release. Scovel had exposed the 
horrors of the reconcentrado svscem of herding and 
starving non-combatants. Wevler was recalled and 
the humane Blanco succeeded him. Scovel was per- 
mitted to go freely among both armies, and the 
Spanish and Cuban leaders used The World as a me- 
dium for the discussion of autonomy. 
The World found Gomez in the field and 
fore him the Spanish proposal of autonomy. 
swerewas a defiant( refusal. Nothing short of inde- 
pendence would satisfy the veteran chieftain. Blanco’s 
plan was doomed to failure. The time for interven- 
tion by the United States was drawing nearer. 

When the Maine was blown up in Havana harbor 
a World correspondent was there, telegraphing the 
first details of that disaster. When President Mc- 
Kinley decided upon intervention a World corre- 
spondent took the news to the Cuban army and 
brought back the letters of Gomez to our army chiefs. 
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To mold public to lead publie 
opinion, to awake and arouse publie opinion 
is both a pleasure and a aduty; but a still 
higher duty even than to reveal is to resist 
public cpinion at times.—Joseph Pulitzer. 

NDER the delusion that the cherished Monroe 
L) doctrine was being violated in a faraway 
spot in Venezuela, the United States very 
nearly plunged into war with Great Britain during 
the Christmas holidays of 1895. The passions of the 
people were inflamed by a presidential message to 
Congress, and jingo excitement howled through the 
land until sober second thought came and relieved 
the situation. It was in resisting this wave of public 
opinion, unanimous in the country, that The World 
rose to. its greatest uct of public service, and publicity 
performed .a part unprecedented in journalism. 
Princes of the blood, statesmen of highest rank, 
archbishops and bishops of many churches, men of 
fearning and of influence all joined in voicing 
through The World sentiments of reason and of peace 
that averted the greatest crime of the century. 

Between the governments of Venezuela and Great 
Britain there had been a long-standing dispute of 
no great importance over the boundary line between 
the former country and the British colony of Guiana. 
There were vague and conflicting maps on which 
lines ran through unexplored regions. The contro- 
versy had been in existente for 200 years. Its diplo- 
matic sicep had experienced various momentary 
awakenings, only to relapse into peaceful pigeon 
holes. 

Suddenly President Cleve'and and his Secretary of 

State, Richard Olne:’, made this quarrel of two for- 
eign countries their own. They demanded of Great 
Britaih a settlement on behalf of Venezuela, and 
when it was not forthcoming in satisfactory manner, 
President Cleveland*sent to Congress, on Dec. 17, 1895, 
@ special message reciting the negotiations and rec- 
oemmending that the United States appoint a com- 
mission of its own to determine the true divisional! 
line. 
' “When such report is made and accepted,’’s he 
added, “it will, in my opinion, be the duty of the 
United States to resist by every means in its power 
as a willful aggression upon its rights and interests 
the appropriation by Great Britain of any land or the 
exercise of governmental jurisdiction over any ter- 
ritory which, after investigation, we have determined 
of right belongs to Venezuela. In making these 
recommendations I am fully alive to the full re- 
sponsibility incurred and keenly realize all the con- 
sequences that may follow.” 

Congress listened to the message read and applaud- 
ed. From all sides came approving shouts. Without 
counting the cost, without considering ways and 
means, without an army or a navy, the nation was 
' yeady to declare war on England. It was not only 
folly in the sense of unpreparedness, but in the utter 
lack of reasonable cause. No one stopped to think 
of the ridiculousness of fighting over a few square 
miles of land in a faraway country in which the 
United States had not the least interest. The morn-

“Are our peace and safety as a nation, the integ- 
rity of our free institutions and the tranquil main- 
tenance of our distinctive form of government threat- 
ened by an extension, however unwarranted and ar- 
bitrary, of the British possessions in Venezuela? 
The assumption is absurd. And with it falls the 
structure of ponderously patriotic rhetoric reared 
upon it by the President. 

“It is a great blunder to put this Government in 
the attitude of threatening war unless we mean it 
and are prepared for it and can appeal hopefully to 
the sympathies of the civilized world in making it.’ 

In successive editorials thereafter The World op- 
posed Mr. Cleveland’s position in this matter. 

It was necessary to present to the country at large 
some stronger arguments than the arguments of 
international laW, the reasonings of humanity or tke 
shricks of panicky brokers. None of these served to 
arouse the sober second thought so\necessary to check 
the onward rush. The World turned to the great men 
of England, the very country we were affronting and 
defying. They responded with messages of concilia- 
tion, of fraternity, of good will and of sentiments of 
peace on earth that were published on Christmas 
morning. The effect was almost instantaneous. 
Thoughts of war vanished. The Venezuelan boun- 
dary became a question of geography 
diplomats and surveyors to settle. 

From the British throne came this message to The 
World, sent by the Prince of Wales with the know!l- 
edge and consent of the aged Queen Victoria: ‘Sir 
Francis Knollys is desired by the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of*York to thank Mr. Pulitzer for his 
cablegram. They earnestly trust and cannot but be- 
lieve the presenf\crisis will be arranged in a manner 
satisfactory to both countries, and will be succeed- 
ed by the same warm feeling of friendship which has 
existed between them for so many years.” 

The venerable Mr. Gladstone cabled: .‘‘Only com- 
mon sense required.’’ Lord Rosebery wrote: “I ab- 
solutely disbelieve the possibility of war between the 
United States and Great Britain on such an issue 
as this, for it would be the greatest crime on record. 
History would have to relate that the two mighttest 
nations of the Anglo-Saxon race, at a time when they 
appeared to be about to overshadow the world in the 
best interests of Christianity and civilization, pre- 
ferred to cut each other’s throats about a frontier 
squabble in a small South American republic. The 
proposition requires. only to be stated to demonstrate 
its absurdity. I congratulate you on the good work 
that your paper appears to be doing in this direction.’’ 

There were many more messages from men of note. 
All safe one of the bishops of England contributed 
sentiments of peace through The World. The Free- 
masons of England used the same channel to-reach 
their American brethren. Cardinal Gibbons and 
Bishop Potter rallied the American clergy. The New 
York Chamber of Commerce led the business men 
back into the paths of reason. Christmas sermons 
from a thousand pulpits echoed the expression of 
peace and good will that The World had voiced 
and telegraphed everywhere throughout the country. 
A few days later, reviewing the events of the week, 
it said: 

“The effect was instantaneous and gratifying. The 
war clamor ceased. Within two days the reaction 
was complete. The truth told and the facts pre- 
sented proved to the country that it had been made 
a victim of false alarm. Publicity had done its work. 
Truly ‘peace hath her victories no less renowned than 
war.’ Benjamin Constant was right: ‘The 
mistress of intelligenee, and intelligence is mistress of 
the world.’.”’ 

That able statesman, 
ber of British cabinets and keen observer of many 
countries, remarked in later vears: ‘“‘The World led 
public thought when it secured expressions and opin- 
ions from leading men of America and Great Britain 
and performed an inestimable service to the En- 
slish-speaking people of the whole world. War be- 
tween the two countries would be a terrible calamity, 
and The World performed a patriotic service to its 
country. It did not wait for a leader, but led the 
people.”

surance during 1905 and 1906 The World contribut- 

ed to the destruction of a monumental evil and 
at the same time to the reconstruction and reforming 
of a beneficent system. ‘“‘The community is greatly 
indebted to The World,” said Gov. Charles E. Hughes, 
“for the energy and persistence with which it hes 
demanded a thorough investigation of conditions of 
life insurance corporations.”’ 

“To The World more than any other source,” testi- 
fied Assemblyman W. W. Wemple, member of the 
legislative committee that investigated life insur- 
ance, “‘is entitled the credit for the exposures of the 
insurance scandals.’” James T. Rogers, another mem- 
ber of the same committee, added: “I know of no 
greater service ever rendered by a newspaper than 
that which The World performed in bringing out the 
actual conditions existing before the legislative com- 
mittee was appointed.” 

The World's services began with its exposure 
conditions existing in the management of the vn 
ble Life Assurance Seciety, but, in the official in- 
vestigation which followed, the corruption existing in 
the Equitable soon was lost to sight in the revela- 
tions of others. The misuse of money paid by policy 
holders was s0 flagrant that the entire country 
heeame aroused. Many thousands of dollars had 
been given to political campaign funds, vast sums had 
been expended at Albany and other state capitals to 
influence legislation; the profits of business were 
diverted to private benefit; corrupt alliances formed 
with Wall street speculators; djvidends to policy 
holders decreased; salaries of favorites raised to 
enormous figures; high percentages paid to privi- 
leged agents and the benevolent objects of life insur- 
ance diverted to unscrupulous personal profit. 

Never was the force of hostile public opinion felt 
with greater severity than by the men whose exposure 
and disgrace ‘were accomplished »y the power of 
publicity. The punishments inflicted upon them with- 
out the aid of law or police were swift and smiting. 
The presidents of the three great companies’ were 
forced to resign. But the condemnation of public 
opinion was.not satisfied with mere retirement. Mc- 
Call soon sank into death under the weight of his dis- 
grace; Alexander, a shattered wreck, retreated into 
a sanitarium, and McCurdy fled to France to hide his 
shame. The senators of New York—Platt and Depew 
—became objects of criticism ‘instead of honor. 
Smaller leeches who fattened on the spoll fled through 
fear of punishment. The brand of public condemna- 
tion was burned upon dozen of men’ who had dom!- 
nated the great system. 

Publicity inflicted far more severe punishments 
‘than the law, which dealt in @atory gentleness with 
the accused. Comprehensive legislation designed to 
correct the evil of the insurance system was enacted 
by the General Assembly of New York and followed 
in many other states. On April 23, 1906, after the 
remedial legislation became a part of the law, The 
World said, in review of the great reform: 

“Public opinion can find voice only through the 
spoken or written word. The largest audience which 
any voice can reach is a tiny fraction of the people 
of the United States. The written word goes to an’ 
audience limited only by the number of copies of the 
printed sheet... To give utterance to this written word, 
brought into being by the force of moral ideas, is a 
duty and a privilege and, above all, an honor. 

“The force of moral ideas in the community is om- 
nipotent.

In 1875 reported gold discoveries 

at Sitka brought a number of miners from Cassiar 

District, in British Columbia, to Southeastern 

Alaska. These discoveries amounted to little, 

but the miners began prospecting for gold in 
placers in the Silver Bow Basin, hear Juneau. 

In 1884 a prospecting mill was erected at Tread- 
well. : This was followed the next year by the 
erection of 120-stamp mill, and the mines of this 
group have been developed and milling’ facilities 
enlarged until at present there are 880 stamps 
crushing rock from the large ore bodies on Doug- 
las Island. From this time until 1897 there were 
numerous discoveries of smaller veins of ore 
bodies in Southeastern Alaska and on Unga Is- 
land, on the south coast of Alaska. The miners 
made Treadwell and Juneau their headquarters, 
and began exploring the Yukon Valley and mak- 
ing discoveries of more or less value until 1897, 
when the enormously rich deposits of the Klon- 
dike were discovered. 

These important discoveries of gold and of the 
mineral resources of Alaska have led to a con- 
stantly increasing business between Alaska and 
the United States. In 1905 the general business 
of Alaska with the United States, including both 
imports and exports, amounted to $39,159,772; in 
1906 to $52,180,537, and in 1907 to $48,425,330. 
The decrease in 1907 is accounted for mainly by 
the decrease in gold production on ‘account of 
labor troubles in the mines.

Industrially, as prophesied by the foreseeing 
Pope, within our State has been forged the link 
which connects the great waterways of our con- 
tinent and combines them into a single system. 
About the artificial channel which at Chicago has 
pierced the natural barrier dividing the waters of 
the lakes and the St. Lawrence, uniting them with 
those of the Mississippi and the Gulf, the water- 
borne domestic commerce of the country must 
swing as upon a pivot.

I congratulate Mr. Pulitzer on making good 
every promise in this announcement; he has more 
than fulfilled all expectations, even gone beyond his 
promises. 

It may be claimed that Joseph Pulitzer is the father 
of modern journalism in the United States. The New 
York World is now one of the leading papers of the 
world; it deservedly exerts a wide influence on 
American thought, on politics, business affairs and 
the progress of the country. 

In his attitude toward individuals, corporations, 
public affairs and party politics, Mr. Pulitzer has 
constantly and consistently mantained absolute in- 
dependence. I have not always agreed with the 
World—in many things I have not—but I can say 
Mr. Pulitzer has always fought from his standpoint 
for right and against wrong, without fear or favor.

Now an 
hour is the longest speech possible except by unani- 
mous consent. 

The paper of the future will exploit good deeds 
more and reduce the reports of scandal to the min- 
imum.

N ‘THAT epochal day of Dec. 10, 1878, now 
nearly thirty years agc, when the St. Louis 
Evening Dispatch was sold at Sheriff's 

sale to Joseph Pulitzer for $2500, the most absorb- 
ing real-life romance in all the history of jour- 
nalism ,had-its beginning. 

The St. Lotiis Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World of tcday may be said to have been born 
with the fall of the hammer that then conveyed 
the St. Louis Evening Dispatch to its new owner. 

‘They were born of an Idea, as are all great hu- 
man achievements, the Idea of which Joseph 
Pulitzer has been the embodiment throughout his 
entire career. This Idea is the foundation stone 
upon wifth their structure still rests and must al- 
ways rest if they continue to realize Joseph 
Pulitzer’s conception of the mission of great news- 
papers. 

“Public service through publicity” is the Pu- 
Its keynote was sounded by Mr. 
Pulitzer himself in one inaugural sentence: ‘‘The 
Post-Dispatch w'll serve no party, but the people.” 

This utterance marked the beginning of a revo- 
lution in American journalism so beneficently rad- 
ieal, ‘so fruitful of the best results, so complete in 
its ultimate and just. dominance, that the true 
story of its progress to power is now accepted as 
constituting the most important in this country’s 
newspaper history. 

“The Post-Dispatch will serve no party, but the 
people” was written by Joseph Pulitzer two days 
after his purchase of the St. Louis: Evening Dis- 
patch. Within forty-eight hours the Pulitzer Idea 
hat scored its first victory. It had caused the 
Evening Dispatch to take a position so fearless- 
ly independent, so formidable in the right, so con- 
vincing of its new owner's devotion to the public 
good, that its only competitor in the St. Louis 
field, the Evening Post, surrendered at the very 
beginning of the battle. On Dec. 12, 1878, the two 
newspapers were consolidated under the title of 
the Post and Dispatch. 

With their consolidation Joseph Pulitzer owned 
what? Merely two unsuccessful newspapers, 
one a derelict, both devoid of influence, both 
valueless of themselves, both disastrous ventures 
to their former owners. A heavy burden, surely, 
which: he thus voluntarily took upon his own 
shoulders. 


The Post-Dispatch Platform. 


But under this burden now, and for the first 
time, was the sustaining and uplifting strength 
of a new and splendidly true Idea and of a genius 
consecrated to the preaching of this Idea for civ- 
Hization’s acceptance and benefit. In the first 
issue of his two newspapers consolidated into 
one Mr. Pulitzer wrote: 

“The Post-Dispatch will serve no party, but the 
people; will be no organ of Republicanism, but 
the organ of truth; will follow no caucuses, but its 
own convictions; will not support the administra- 
tion, but criticise it; will oppose all frauds and 
shams, wherever and whatever they are; will ad- 
vocatd principles and ideas rather than prejudice 
and partisanship. 

“These ideas and principles are ” prosieely the 
same as those upon which our Government was 
originally founded, and to which we,owe our 
country’s miarveious growth and development. 
Bhey are the hey that made a Republic awa 


The man who wrote this announcement was 
then a young man, barely past his thirtieth year. 
The newspaper for which he wrote as its responsi- 
ble and directing head was but one day old. It 
is reasonably certain in the very nature of things 
that no one who read the issue of the Post-Dis- 
patch of Dec. 12, 1878, entertained the faintest re- 
alization of the great new era in journalism then 
and there brought to its dawning. The light of 
the new day was clearly seen only by this young 
man whose entire little fortune of $2500 went to 
the purchase of the derelict newspaper of a nom- 
inal circulation of but 1000 through which he 
spoke. 

He alone knew their potentiality when he wrote 
these words: 

“The Post-Dispatch will serve no party, but the 
people.”’ ' 

And he has maintained an inflexible fidelity to 
the pledge then given. 

Again, five years later, on May 11, 1883, in his 
inaugural editorial in the New York World, of 
which he then became the owner, Mr. Pulitzer 
sounded this note of “Public service through pub- 
licity” as follows: 

“There is room in this great and growing city 
for a journal that is not only cheap but bright, 
not only bright but large, not only large but truly 
democratic—dedicated to the cause of the people 
rather than of purse-potentates.”’ 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World, both founded on the basis of public serv- 
ice through publicity thus so inflexibly insisted 
upon by Mr. Pulitzer, have attained tremendous 
circulations and vast influence. Their records of 
achievement must testify to the soundness of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s conception of the true mission of @ 
newspaper. 

The New York World's record of public service per- 
formed during its 25 years of existence .will be found 
set forth elsewhere in this issue.. The St. Louis Post- 


Dispatch’s record of public Service performed during 
its 80 years of existence is-here set forth as briefly 


as possible: 
Tax-Dodgers. 


The Post-Dispatch took up its task of public serv- 
ice with itg first issue. It began the publication of a 
list of tagWicagers in St. Louis. In these lists were 
found the names of many who were men of wealth 
and influence, but tbe Post-Dispatch was not divert- 
ed from -loyalty to the great mass of the people 
who bore their tax burden without shirking. It con- 
tinued and completed fis list of tax dodgers, with 
the result that those guilty of making obviously false 
returns and of negligent acceptance of false state- 
ments were induced to change their course. The next 
tax returns filed after the Post-Dispatch exposure 
were more equitable, the community profiting by this 
compelled reform, 


The Gambling Ring. 

Following this initial service to the people, the 
Post-Dispatch began a war against an evil power 
until then supposed to be impregnable. The City of 
St. Louis and State: of Missouri were under the 
domination of a masterfully organized Gambling 
Ring. The Louisiana Lottery, the Missouri Lottery 
and kindred concerns were operating under State 
charters. Gambling houses were conducted openly in 
St. Louis. A powerful clique of gamblers dictated 
political mominationg and compelled elections. The 
Post-Dispatch fought and overthrew the Gambling 
Ring in a bitter war extending through several years. 
Subsequentiy, when the evil conditions thus removed 
were sought to be re-established, the Post-Dispatch 
resumed the fight, was again victorious, and .open 
gambling in St. Louis has been unknown since that 
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A CLEAR STA TEMENT OF POST-DISPATCH GROWTH IN 
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Through its efforts a public meeting was 
held on Nov. 10, an organization. was effected to 
raise the necessary funds, the St. Louis Exposition 
Building in Missouri Park was erected,’ and for 20 
years the St. Louis Exposition attracted visitors 
and buyers to St. Louis, being of tremendous value 
to the trade of this city. 


Paving and: Sprinkling. 

In 1882 the Post-Dispatch began a systematic, effort 
to bring about the paving of the streets:of St, Lobis. 
The monetary loss entailed by a continuance of. Bad 
streets was graphically and continuously set forth. 
It was shown how: the city was annually losing $900,- 
000 through leakage of revenue, and the adventages 
of Missouri granite for paving were brought’ 6 p 
lic attention.

A smallpox epidemte 
threatened. It was invited by garbage and other de- 
caying matter on the streets. There was no municipal 
machinery for the proper removal of this garbage, 
the cleaning of the streets and alleys and the fumiga- 
tion of infected places. The disease had already ob- 
tained a foothold in certain localities and was spread- 
ing. In response to the Post-Dispatch s appeais, the 


*. large*fund necessary for the work was raised, citi- 


zens contributing liberally, the streets were thorough- 
ly cleaned, the city was put in sanitary condition 
and the impesding epidemic of smallpox was averted. 
The Post-Dispatch began, in 184, a movement 
which resylted in the creation of the Firemen’s Pen- 
sion Fund for the reifef of members of the St. Louts 
Fire Department ‘injured in the performance. of duty.

The Gas Monopoly. 

From 1884 to’ 1890 the Post-Dispatch attacked. the 
monopoly -thet controlled the gas-distributing service 
and street lighting of St. Louls. Consumers were 
compelied.to pay 33.5 per 100 feet for illuminating 
gas. By means of constant publicity, insistent presen-

Charity Funds. 


During the Mississippi floods of May, 1892, many 
wagonloads of food and clothing and $18,486 in money 
were contributed to flood sufferers in response to ap- 
peals. by the Post-Dispatch. The steamer Percy 
Swain, engaged by the Post-Dispatch, had gone on 
a voyage of discovery and rescue, carrying also a 
staff of reporteys and photographers. The story 
of the expedition was graphically totd, and contri- 
bugions poured in rapidly, coming at the rate of 
$1000 a day... The total fund ultimately raised by the 
Post-Dispatch was larger than any similar fund 
ever raised by any other newspaper in so short a 
time. 

The Post-Dispatch Children’s Summer Camp was 
established at the old home ,place of the Semples of 
Tree View Farm, Piasa Bluffs, in June, 1893. Its 
purpose was to save the lives of the children of the 
tenement districts. of St. Louis, sick and suffering 
throughout an exceptionally hot summer. The Post- 
Dispatch raised a fund of over $4000, in addition to 
contributed camp materials, outfits and food sup- 
plies, and during the summer a total of 836 babies 
and mothers were taken to this camp. 

Owing to the stagnation of business and industrial 
enterprise caused by the panic of 1893, thousands of 
men anxious to work were wnable to find employ- 
ment in St. Louis and great suffering resulted. The 
Post-Dispatch proposed that a large fund be raised, 
to be devoted to giving work to the unemployed. 
The plan suggested was the digging of a basin for a 
lake in Forest Park. The fund raised reached the 
“normous total of $39,215.79, and a total of 20,000 other- 
wise unemployed (men were given employment. An 
extension wf the lake in Carondelet Park was also 
dug by laborers paid from the fund raised by the 
Post-Dispatch, under similar conditions of employ- 
ment. 

The Post-Dispatch inaugurated and took an active 
part in the movement for the relief of the destitute 
poor suffering unusual hardship during the exception- 
ally severe winter of 1895-6. Their need was great. 
The Post-Dispatch purchased a large stock of blank- 
ets, fuel and food. These supplies were loaded into 
large vans. Fach van, in chargé of Post-Dispatch 
reporters, visited the sections of the city where the 
need was greatest and distributed the supplies, as- 
sisted by the police and representatives of charitable 
socteties. . 

The tornado of May, 1896, caused great devastation 
in St. Louls. Many persons were made homeless, and 
a great majority of these persons thus threwn on the 
streets were destitute. One of the first contributions 
for their relief was from Joseph Pulitzer, who sent 
his check for $6000. Other contributions poured in 
througl the Post-Dispatch until the total reached 
a large sum. 


Safety on Street Cars. 


It is due to the movement begun and prosecuted 
to a successful termination by the Post-Dispatch that 
every street car in St. Louis is now supplied with a 
fender and pow@r brake and every car is vestibuled to 
protect the motorman from inclement weather. The 
street railway companies fought the movement, but 
legisiation was finally secured compelling them to 
adopt fender devices approved by the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, to vestibule al! cars and to insta’) 
power brakes on every car in their service.

At is impossible to 

suppose that the 
amount of matter in 
the modern newspaper

The Business of furnishing news to a people is a 
business like the business of furnishing them en- 
tertainment from the stage, and an outsider is 
unable to understand the currents of th. mind of 
the reading public except as he may study the 
columns, the subjects and the methods of treat- 
ing them that he finds in the modern successful 
newspaper. 

Very few newspaper proprietors have such a 
patronage as to enable them to make.their news- 
paper that which they think a newspaper ought 
to be, and while the editor occupies tRe position 
of an instructor of public taste, and ought to ex- 
ercise the function as such with more constancy 
and courage than he usually does, the limitations 
that there are upon him by reason of the public 
demand those of us who would criticise the press 
know little of. 

Certainly journalism is a profession in which 
men of discriminating intelligence, of hi_h 
courage, of accurate judgment, of a love of ‘ruth 
and real patriotism can find a sphere of useful- 
ness not excelled in any other; and if the stand- 
ards of truth, of taste, of refinement and of moral 
tone set by some of the most successful of the 
newspapers shall not improve in the next genera- 
tion, it will vindicate the pessimists of tcday. 

In the change which has taken place in the 
influence of the editorial writer and the increased 
importance in the statement of news, the influ- 
ence of the college-bred journalist must continue 
to be of the greatest weight. It needs a trained 
mind, a judicial temperamént, quick perceptions 
and a high standard of integrity and self-respect,

I am afraid that the modern journals do not 
agree with me. But in the old times the rule 
which was given by the old London Times was 
that a correspondent in a distant city must have 
no opinions. He must simply tell the story as it 
is. The Timés long since violated that rule. But 
that is a good rule for a rea’ newspaper. 
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the public weal. His recent campaign to 
expose the scandals connected with some insur- 
ance companies and inquire into their doings has 
been of benefit to thousands and gone far to put 
an end to financial abuses which are entirely in- 
compatible with the wellbeing of a nation. 

I respect him because, with the power he pos- 
sesses, his paper might be productive of great evil

I trust he will live and prosper until a special 
number shall be. published to commemorate the 
fiftieth year of his direction of the World, al- 
though I cannot hope to live to congratulate him 
on that occasion.

Police and Publicity. 


Upholding Gov. Folk in his suggestion that police 
trials, in which officers were being tried for wrong- 
doing, should be open to the public, the Post-Dis- 
patch, beginning Nov. 23, 1905, made such a vigorous 
campaign on this line that publicity was made the 
rule. By this change, the power of the ‘‘bosses’’ in 
the police force to harass and remove men for po- 
litical or other unwarrantable causes, was broken. 

In the fall of 1905, owing to the stringent enfordée- 
ment. of the Sunday closing law forbidding the sale 
of liquor on Sunday, seores of so-called clubs were 
started for the purpose of evading this law. The 
Post-Dispatch published lists of these clubs and 
called attention to their true nature, with the result 
that the evasion of the law was checked. 

On Sept. 22, 1905, as a culmination of the Post-Dis- 
patch’s anti-racetrack gambling crusade, the St. 
Louis police, under orders from Gov. Folk, taided 
Delmar racetrack, which was outside the city limits. 
They were at first resisted, but the place was finally 
closed and has not been reopened. 


Safety of the People. 


Several persons having been killed in a collision 
between a passenger train and a street car on a Sarah 
street crossing in September, 1904, the Post-Dispatch 
began a movement for the abolition of grade crossa- 
ings. Mayor Wells took action which crystallized in 
ordinances for the depression of railroad tracks in 
order to rid the city of these perils. 

On Jan. 3, 1904, following the Iroquois Theater fire in 
Chicago, the Post-Dispatch started an investiga- 





tion ‘of the fire pretection conditions tn St. Louis: 


theaters and other buildings. Conditions were shown 
that caused a correction of existing evils, and the 
introduction of life-saving apparatus, asbestos cur- 
tains and sufficient exits. The exposure resulted 
also in the passage of a stricter ordinance for fire 


protection. 


The Kratz Incident. 


In January, 1904, the fugitive boodier, Charles Kratz, 
was brought back to Louis as the result of the 
Post-Dispatch’s efforts. It was at the suggestion 
of the Post-Dispatch that Gov. Folk laid the matter 
of extradition before President Roosevelt, after the 
Government had ceased its efforts to bring Kratz 
back, and the Post-Dispatch also sent a special rep- 
resentative to Mexico, who saw President Diaz and 
United States Minister Clayton and induced them to 
move in the matter. 


Other Works of the Post-Dispatch. 


During the past three years the Post-Dispatch has 
given its aid to encourage the growth of the vacation 
schools which were started under its auspices, and 
on July 27, 1906, a grand picnic was held in O'Fallon 
Park, at which thousands of the children of the 
downtown districts were the guests of the Post-Dis- 

tch. 
gris March 4, 1906, the Post-Dispatch announced a gift 
of a large number of valuable sculptures, replicas 
‘of celebrated figures and groups in classic art, to the 
St. Louis public schools. The schoo! authorities and 
Prof. Halsey C. Ives of the Museum of Fine Arts 
made public acknowledgment of the Post-Dispatch’s 
generosity. 

During the week of Feb. 15-21, 1906, nfhe students 
of the Missouri State University were guests of the 
Post-Dispatch, coming to St. Louls to study the art of 
journalism. They were initiated into every branch 
of the work, and wrote and edited a supplement to 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch of Feb. 18, making a very 
creditable showing. As a result of this experiment, 
journalism has béen made a regular feature of the 
university teaching. | 

In June, 1907, the Post-Dispatch’s campaign against 
policy vending in St. Louls drove the New York 
Policy Co. out of business and abolished the evil. 


tinual exposures made it impossible for policy 
to exist in this city. 
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HE Charity Carnival to be held at Forest 
Park Highlands this week is a new institu- 
tion in. St. Louis society, a new phase of 

charity work in this city. This will be the sec- 
ond annual carnival, the first last spring having 
been given at Delmar Garden, with a net profit 
for charity of more than $50,000. So tremendous 
Was the.suctess of last year’s enterprise and so 
bright is the promise for the second carnival that 
the society women back of the enterprise declare 
it has established itself as a permanent thing in 
the life of St. Louis. 

In St. Louis and in every other city in the Unit- 
ed States there are women whose social station 
and whose personal prestige commands a large 
following in anything they undertake of a social 
or semi-social nature. They can accomplish much 
in philanthropy. 

When such women band together and give their 
time and influence to an enterprise which is so- 
cial on its face, but the object of which is to raise 
funds for charitable or philanthropic use, the 
success of such.a movement is assured. There are 
many persons who would not contribute directly 
to charity or who, if they did, would make but 
small contributions. These, however, will attend 
a charity carnival, a charity ball or other social 
function given for charity and open their purse 
liberally to make the enterprise a success. 

That a vast amount of good can be dofe and 
that money can be raised for financing important 
philanthropic works by this means has been rec- 
ognized for many years. The iuea has been used 
with suecess in charitable work for a long time, 
but every now and then some new form must be 
given to the social phase of the matter. 

The old ideas and the old forms grow stale. 
~ sermggmert fresh, new and novel must take their 
place. 

The Charity Carnival of the St. Louis society 
woman was originated to satisfy the desire for 
newness and novelty. The suggestion seemed in- 
spired. It aroused popular interest in this city 
from the start as nothing of the kind ever had 
done before. 

The use of Delmar Garden for the first great 
fete was free. The newspapers advertising in 
the form of preliminary “writeups” cost nothing. 
Practically everything was donated and all the 
golden stream that poured into the tills of the 
various booths was clear profit for charity. 

This year even more elaborate preparations 
have been made. There have been many new 
ideas introduced, many clever suggestions made 
and much careful attention given to the perfec- 
tion of every detail. 

The most prominent women in the city are 
giving their time and brains generously to the 
project. The most aristocratic matrons in the city 
and the fairest young debutantes of St. Louis will 
help to make the carnival a success and will be 
on the grounds to meet the public face to face in 
a way they meet that public only once a year. 

Democracy is one of the chief characteristics of 
‘the Charity Carnival. The women behind the coun- 
ters of the various booths and all those otherwise 
active in the work are social leaders, but the gen- 
eral public is invited and is made welcome at the 
Carnival, It is the entire city of St. Louis in- 
.dulging in the two-fold occupation of having a 
good time and making up a purse for the relief 
of suffering and the gladdening of hearts that 
are sad and lives that are dark. 

Left to itself the public might forget the 
works struggling for existence in the city. Bven 
solicitors of funds, making personal appeals, 
would fail in many cases.

A Quaint Anecdote.

“Did Lincoln ever take a drink of 
whisky or wine?” Those who believed 
ir the beginning that Lincoln was a 
total abstainer, continue to believe 
s0. Those, on the other Hand, who 
felt convinced that he would “take a 
nip.” remain unshaken in their con- 
victions. But the coftroversy gave 
to the American yeople one quaint 
and almost startling anecdote of the 
immortal Lincoln, 

This tale came from the mouth of 
Enoch Harpole, a Chicago lawyer, 
who declared it was related to him 
by the late William Green of Peters- 
burg, formerly Internal Revenue Col- 
lector for the Peoria District. Ac- 
cording to Lawyer Harpole, young 
Green, in his youth a resident of Sa- 
lem, the early home of Lincoln, one 
day engaged in some games of chance 
with Mr. Berry, Lincoln's partner in 
a country store. Mr. Berry had a 
anrewd trick of roubling up his

fingers and then betting anybody 
they couldn’t figure out the initial 
digit. The ingenuous Mr... Green— 
what’s in a name—lost $5 trying to 
pick out the finger.” 

‘Now, William,” said the solemn 
Lincoln, privately, “you mustn’t ever 
gemble any more, and if you promise 
you won’t, I'll tell you how you can 
win your $6 back. Just bet Berry 
that Abe Lincoln can lift a whisky 
barrel and take a drink out of the 
bunghole.” 

With faith in “Abe,” young Green 
made the bet. Lincoln, Mr. Green 
told Lawyer Harpole, seized the bar- 
rei by the chines, lifted it and took a 
long “swig” from the bunghole, after 
which he carefully set the barrel 
dcwn in its former position. Mr. 
Green remarked, however, says Law- 
yer Harpole, that that was “the only 
time he ever saw Lineoln take a 
drink.” 

The teetotalism of Lincoln is 
vouched for also by M. R. Thayer, 
eged 93, an early day merchant at 
Springfield, Ill. Also by Henry B. 
Rankin, who used to be a law clerk in 
the office of Herndon & Lincoln at 
Springfield; by Mrs. M. 8S. Edwards, 
also of Springfield; by Maj. J. B. Mer- 
win, now of Midd\erield, Conn., but 
formerly of Springfield, who says that 
he and Lincoln made prohibition 
speeches together in the campaigns 
nf 1854 and 1865, when there was a 
movement afoot to incorporate pro- 
hibition Into the Iinois Constitution. 

Lincoln himself ig quoted in the 
Daily National Intelligence, pub- 
lished at Washington, D. C., in the 
issue of Sept. 29, 1863, as follows: 

“If I were better known than I am, 
you would not need to be told that 
in the advocacy of the cause of tem- 
perance you have a friend and sym- 
pathizer in me. When I was a young 
man I, in a humble way, made tem- 
perance speeches, und | think I .may 
say that to this day I have never by 
my example belied what I then said.” 

The discussion as to whether Lin- 
colin was a spiritualist was started 
by a remarkable statement made by 
“arl Schurz in his memoirs published 
by McClure’s Magazine. The state- 
ment in question was in chat portion 
of the memoirs published in the April 
(1908) number of the magazine. 

Schurz told of a visit to friends 
rumed Tiedemann, in Fhiladelphia.

the United States. Two sons of the 
hosts had been killed in the Union 
Ariny and their mother had become 
a rFpiritualist in the hope of com- 
municating with them.

recently liberated slaves. 

During the evening the family held 
& seance and the daughter first wrote 
cown a message from the poet Schil- 
ler, after which Schurz asked the girl, 
who was in a sort of trance, to call up 
the spirit of Lincoln. His account of 
what followed reads: :

“But something still stranger was 
in store for me. Schiller’s spirit 
would say no more, and | called for 
the spirit of Abraham Lincoln. After 
several minutes had elapsed, the girl 
wicte that Abraham Lincoln's spirit 
was present. 

“Tl asked whether he knew for what 
purpose President Johnson had sum- 
moned me to Washington. 

“The answer came: ‘He wants you 
to make an important journey for 
him’ I asked where that journey 
would take me. Answer: ‘He will 
tell you tomorrow,’ I asked, further. 
whether I should undertake that jour- 
ney Answer: ‘Yes, do not fail.’ (I 
may add, by the way, that at that 
tme I had not the slighthest antici 
paiion as to what President John- 
scn’s intention with regard to me 
was; the most plausible supposition I 
entertained was that he wished to 
discuss with me the points urged in 
my letters,)” 

When Schurz met the President. 
Mr. Johnson requested him to take a 
irip through the\South for the pur- 
pose of investigating conditions there 
and suggesting recdnstruction meas- 
ares. Thus was the wrediction rela- 
tive to “a journey” verMed. The me- 
moirs then continue: ~, 

“Having disposed of this patter, 1 
asked whether the spirit of Lincoln 
had anything more to say tor The 
auswer came: ‘Yes; you w ‘“e a 
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Senator of the United States.’ This 
struck me as so fanciful that I could 
hardly suppress a laugh; but I asked 
further: ‘From what State?’ An- 
swer: ‘From Missouri.’ This was 
more provokingly mysterious _ still; 
but there the conversation ceased. 
Hardly anything could have been 
more impfobable at that time than 
that I should be a Senator of the 
United States frofn the State of Mis- 
eourl, 

“My domicile was in Wisconsin and 
I was then thinking of returning 
there. I had never though of remov- 
ine from Wisconsin to Missouri, and 
tere was not the slightest prospect 
of m¥ ever doing so. 

“‘But—to forestall my Mfmarrative— 
two years later | was surprised by 
an entirely unsought and unexpected 
business propesition which took me 
to St. Louis, and in January, 1869. 
the Legisla:ure of Missouri elected 
ne a Senator of the United States, | 
then remembered the prophecy made 
to me at the spirit seance in the 
house of my friend Tiedemann in 
Ehiladelphia, which during the inter- 
vening years I had never thought of. 
I should hardly have trusted my 
memory with regard to it, had it not 
teen verified by friends who  wit- 
nessed the occurrence.” 

The recent vivacious controversy 
over the question “Did Licoln weir 
whiskers when inaugurated the first 
time?” originated in Omaha, Neb. 
Twenty thousand school children 
tiiere contributed a dime apiece to 
buy a bronze statue of Lincoln. The 
s.atue was made by Zelezny, the Vi- 
ennese sculptor. It was without 
whiskers. 

immediately all the art critics of 
Omaha were up in arms. “Lincoln 
without whiskers!" they cried, “why 
that would make Omaha the-laughing 
stock of the world!’’ The statue was 
an eyesore to every art critic in Oma- 
ha, and nobody ever guessed before 
how rich in art critics Omaha was. 

She town split up into a “whisker 
faction” and a “no-whisker party.” 
The public libiary was ransacked for 
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portraits of Lincoln. Old prints were 
unearthed. Graybeards who had seen 
Lincoln were interviewed. 
Whenever a picture of Lincoln with 
whiskers was found, then the party 
led by the militant art critics shouted 
‘‘tTurrah!! Whenever a smooth- 
snaven Lincoln stured out from the 
pages of an old book, friends of the 
statue exulted gleefully: “I told you 
to!” 
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flowed the bounds vf Omaha and 
swept the country. Much was pub- 
lished about it in newspapers. | 
Finally enterprising historical re- 
search unearthed old prints of Lin- 
coin at his first inauguration. His 
chin was swathed in whiskers. The 
controversy was settled. The art crit- 
ices considered themselves vindicated. 
But the school children, who knew 
that for long intervals in his life 
Lincoln was whiskerless, were well 
pieased with their bronze statue, re- 
gardless of the mighty art critics of 
the great art center—Omaha. 
Another argument was started a few 
weeks ago when Ross Freeman, a 
Chicago youth, was acquitted on a 
charge of burglary on the plea that 
i.e was a somnambulist and that the 
crime was committea while he slept. 
His lawyer eloquently called atten- 
tion to the fact that the great Lincoln 
aley walked in his sleep. That was 
enough to set the amateur historians 
all agog. There are now “pro” and

Hardly anything could have been 
more improbable at that time than 
that I should be a Senator of the 
United States frofn the State of Mis- 
souri. 

“My domicile was In Wisconsin and 
I was then thinking of returning 
there. I had never though of remov- 
ine from Wisconsin to Missouri, and 
tfere was not the slightest prospect 
of m¥ ever doing so. 

“But—to foresiall my Mmarrative— 
two years later I was surprised by 
an entirely unsought and unexpected 
business propesition which took me 
to St. Louis, and in January, 1869, 
the Legislature of Missouri elected 
ne a Senator of the United States. | 
then remembered the prophecy made 
to me at the spirit seance in the 
house of my friend Tiedemann in 
Fhiladelphia, which during the inter- 
vening years I had never thought of. 
I should hardly have trusted my 
memory with regard to it, had it not 
teen verified by friends who wit- 
nessed the occurrence.” 

The recent vivacious controveray 
over the question “Did Licoln wear 
whiskers when inaugurated the first 
time?” originated in Omaha, Neb. 
Twenty thousand school children 
tiere contributed a dime apiece to 
buy a bronze statue of Lincoln. The 
s.iatue was made by Zelezny, the Vi- 
ennese sculptor. It was without 
whiskers. 

immediately all the art critics of 
Omaha were up in arms. “Lincoln 
ufithout whiskers!” they cried, “why 
that would make Omaha the-laughing 
stock of the world!”’ The statue was 
an eyesore to every art critic in Oma- 
ha, and nobody ever guessed before 
how rich in art critics Omaha was. 

The town split up into a “whisker 
faction” and a “no-whisker party.” 
The public libiary was ransacked for 
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portraits of Lincoln. Old prints were 
unearthed. Graybeards who had seen 
Lincoln were interviewed. 
Whenever a picture of Lincoln with 
whiskers was found, then the party 
led by the militant art critics shouted 
‘“‘tTurrah!! Whenever a smooth- 
snaven Lincoln stared out from the 
pages of an old book, friends of the 
statue exulted gleefully: “I told you 
so!” At last the argument over- 
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flowed the bounds vf Omaha and 
swept the country. Much was pub- 
lished about it in newspapers. ; 
Finally enterprising historical re- 
search unearthed old prints of Lin- 
coin at his first inauguration. His 
chin was swathed in whiskers. The 
controversy was settled. The art crit- 
ics considered themselves vindicated. 
But the school children, who knew 
iLhut for long intervals in his life 
Lincoln was whiskerless, were well 
pieased with their bronze statue, re- 
gardless of the mighty art critics of 
the great art center—Omaha, 
Another argument was started a few 
weeks ago when Ross Freeman, a 
Chicago youth, was acquitted on a 
charge of burglary on the plea that 
ie was a somnambulist and that the 
crime was committea while he slept. 
His lawyer eloquently called atten- 
tion to the fact that the great Lincoln 
als walked in his sleep. That was 
enough to set the amateur historians 
all agog. There are now “pro” and 
“anti-somnambulism” parties among 
the great army of Lincojn students.

that Lincoln was an agnostic and 


others have denied the 
tion hotly. The latter

‘‘Nefore this comes about, however, 
raany difficulties will have to be sur- 
rwunted.

HE latest discoveries of valuable 
T qualities in a formerly neglect- 
ed species of tree resulted after 
un investigation of the tupelo gum, 
which finds its home in the Southern 
swamps.

She has given forth angry and ap- 
pealing statements from time to 
time, in which she gave her reasons 
for believing that the Trust was har- 
rzesing her. 

She has been arrested in New York, 
in Canada and Chicago. Several times 
her social escapades were interrupted 
by the authorities and she was ar- 
reated on charges of disorderly con- 
duct. She has been sued whenever 
she permitted an account to become 
due.

high and twenty-five feet thick) are bursting 
from the enormous pressure of the sliding masses 
of earth and rock behind them. 


Engineers and geologists who have been ob- 
serving the action:of the hills surrounding Cin- 
cinnati have arrived at the conclusion that it is 
being brought about by the same agencies that 
caused the San Francisco earthquake. ‘“Com- 
pound landslides” is the name given the Cincin- 
nati variety, because three of the four different 
causes of landslides are found here, viz., deposi- 
tion, when resulting from overloading by super- 
ficial deposits, which may include the erection 
of so many heavy buildings on the hillsides, 
alternation, when the consistency is impaired by 
disintegration or other causes; or a combination 
of these causes. The less destructive occur when 
gravel, sand and other detrital materials rest- 
ing on a slope becomes so permeated with water 
that they can no longer resist the action of grav- 
ity, and the more destructive are due to a slipping 
of a part of the solid rock in consequence of a 
softening of some more permeable layer in a 
mass of which the strata have a suitable in- 
clination. 


No rocks are impervious to water; all are 
broken by fissures into irregular blocks and these 
fissures. increase immensely because the surface 
is exposed to the action of atmospheric water; 
even the solid parts of rocks, 1. e., the blocks 
themselves, are penetrated with capillary fis- 
sures, which allow water to reach every part. 
Thus, the rock is decomposed to a great depth 

the surface. 

These changes, taking place more rapidly in

ble for numerous landslides in Cincinnati 
cently. In the process of distintegration the 
original blocks lose their prismatic form and 
become more or less rounded, acting something 
like ball-bearings during the slipping process. 


A Former Landslide. 


All rocks are composed partly of insoluble 
materials, and partly of materials which are 
slowly dissolved by atmospheric water. In the 
process of time, therefore, these latter are. dis- 
solved out and the rock crumbles. (Cincinnati’s 
hills are composed chiefly of sandstone in which 
carbonate of lime is the cementing material—the 
glue that holds the grains of sand together. This 
substance being soluble in carbonic acid (atmos- 
pheric water), is easily washed out. And that is 
just what is happening, according to those who 
make the earth's crust their study. 

Unless heroic measures are taken it is believed 
that the Queen City may wake up some morn- 
ing, in the not very distant future, to find itself 
a mass of twisted iron and debris, its topography 
so changed that its oldest resident, should he 
survive, would not recognize it. The change of 
the topography of Mount Adams and Mount Au- 
burn, east of the business section, is so appar- 
ent that the residents of the valley have become 
alarmed. The landslide in the same section of 
the city 11 years ago, when half a dozen blocks 
of residences were swept away and many per- 
sons were injured, is still tresh in the minds 
-of hundreds who live in the East End. 

So grave is the danger considered at the pres- 
ent time that the city authorities have been 
appealed to to reinforce their preventive meas- 
ures that just now give evidence of being almost 
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serew. ‘The jar of the passing cars is so great 
on Price Hill that many residents have com- 
plained of their inability to sleep. 

Hills are -the result of some disturbance on 
the earth’s surface. The strata were originally 
horizontal, but as the result of the disturbance 
they are found in every conceivable position and 
place. Sometimes they retain their original hori- 
zontality, but are raised above their original 
level, but in most hills—and Price Hill is one of 
these—it is undulating and irregular, and great 
landslides may result from the slightest jar at the 
critical moment, or from gradual disintegration, 
which latter is aided by the products of vegeta- 
ble decomposition, especially ammonia. 


Several Blocks Unsafe. 


Part of East Sixth street, for a distance of 
several blocks, is regarded as unsafe. The hill- 
side above the street has been gradually sliding

For several blocks the slide is up to the houses 
and they are threatened. Many of their occu- 
pants have fled to other parts of the city in ter- 
ror and those that have the temerity to re- 
main in the neighborhood are begging the city 
officials to take some action to save their prop- 
erty. Fences, barns and the smaller homes have 
elready been carried away and the boundary 
lines of lots are no longer discernable. 

Back yards are piled up against the rear of 
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sonry 20 feet thick and in some places the walis 
are bulging besides. 

At the head of Main street, to the north of 
which are the Walnut hills, the crumbling roc's 
show what the landslide did to the Main street 
inclined plane. The Price Hill incline, to the 
west of the city proper, was so disarranged by the 
settling of the various strata that compose the 
hill that it had to be shut down and will be 
entirely rebuilt. 

Price Hill is some four hundred feet above the 
level of the Ohio River and is steep on all sides. 
Street cars run all the way to the top on the 
incline and also by circling the hill like a cork- 
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hou: and soon boh bac yards and houses 
may be out in the street: Once started, the ava- 
lanche gaining momentum as it proceeded down- 
hill, there might be no stop until everything 
before it was swept into the valley. Either 
Mount Adams or Price Hill, as a whole, is big 
enough to bury the tallest skyscraper in Cincin- 
nati. 

Unless some action is soon taken by the city, 
or by the Pennsylvania Railroad, there is con- 
sidered likely to be a landslide from Torrence 
road that may result in grave danger to both 
life and property.

‘Tl was once able,” says the famous 
soldier, “to be of service to a lady 
who was in poor circumstances, as 
I had guessed from noticing, while 
walking behind her, that, though she 
was well dressed, the soles of her 
shoes were in the last stage of dis- 
repair. I don’t suppose she ever 
knew how I guessed that she was in 
a bad way. 

“But it is surprising how much of 
the sole of a boot you can see when 
behind a person walking—and it is 
equally surprising how much mean- 
ing you can read from that boot. It 
is said that towear out soles and heels 
equaily is to give evidence of business 
capacity and honesty; to wear your 
heels down on the outside m@ans that 
you are & man of imagination and 
‘ove adventure; but heels worn down 
on the inside signify weakness and 
indecision of character, and this last 
sign is more infallible in the case of 
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man than in that of woman. 

“Tt ig an amusing practice when on 
a railway with other veovle to look 
only at their feet and guess without 
looking any higher what sort of peo- 
pie they are, old or young, well-to-do 
or poor, fat or thin, and so on, and 
then look up and see how near you 
have been to the truth. 

“Mr. Nat Goodwin, the Amercan 
actor, once described to me how he 
went to see a balloon ascent at a 
time when he happened to be suf- 
fering from a stiff neck. He was 
only able to look down instead of up 
—and he could only see 
the people round him in the crowd 
so he chose among ihe feet those that 
he felt sure belonged to an affable, 
kind-hearted man who would de- 


scribe to him what the balloon was

THE RIGHTS OF DOGS — 


N ST. LOUIS and all large citios dogs have certain rights, en- 
| titling them to police protecticnu. 

St. Louis by the metal tax receipt, which, according to law, must 
be suspended to each licensed dog's collar. : 
and tax tag he must not be molested by the dog catcher or anyone else, 
so long as he is not disorderly or ferocious. 

If the dog has no tag and collar, he still has certain rights rec- 
ognized by the law. He may be taken to the pound and held there the 
prescribed length of time, after which he may be killed unless his own- 
er redeems him. This requirement that he be held a certain time is 
made because a licensed dog might get out and roam about without 
his collar when his act was not the fault of his master. While an un- {| 
redeemed dog may be killed at the pound, he may be killed nowhere a 
else except he should be so dangerous that the dog catcher could not | 
handle him. Then, the law says, the City Marshal or his assistants 


A vicious dog has a right to bite anybody on his owner's prem- 
ises, but if he steps off those premises, his biting becomes a crime and 
his owner may be fined $50 by a police judge and the dog sentenced to 
death, the execution fee of the City Marshal being $5, to be paid

There is a popular idiom in the En- 
glich language to express the extreme 
of cheapness. When one says a thing 
“sold for a song’ he means it sold for 
nothing, or almost nothing. Reese 
Bell’s life literally “went for a song”’ 
-—the very extreme of cheapness—and 
that tragedy illustrated a_ striking 
phase of human nature. 

Murder for a trivial cause is not 
uncommon. Hardly a day passes that 
there does not come from some local- 
ity an account of a homicide the cause 
of which was some insignificant, 
emall thing, hardly important enough 
even to vex a well-poised individual. 

But there rarely has transpired if 


' St. Louis or this part of the West a 


homicide of that kind as dramatic as 
the killing of Reese Bell, who went to 
his death with a song on his lips and 
who was killed because of the song he 
sang. 

Dr. Engelbert Voerster Jr., who was 
identified by several persons as the 
stranger who shot Bell, is now under 
indictment for the crime. He is a 
prominent physician, formerly hold- 
ing a responsible position on the 
niedical staff of the City Dispensary. 

For several days the _ tragedy 
seemed insolvable. It was such a sud- 
den thing, apparently so lacking in 
sufficient motives, that the police 
were at their wits’ end. Finally a 
chance remark set a detective to 
thinking and led him, ultimately, to 
arrest Dr. Voerster. With that ar- 
rest the strange story told by the 
witnesses seemed verified. 

Bell was on his way home from 
a dance.

A policeman two blocks distant, 
who heard the shot, reached the scene 
in a moment. He summoned an am- 
bulance, but Bell was dead. The mys- 
terlous couple on the corner had dis- 
appeared. 

Mrs. Bailey, white, terror-stricken, 
wus dazed by the suddenness of the 
tragedy. Her daughters were scream- 
ing with fear. A little crowd of won- 
dering spectators gathered at the 
scene. “Who shot him?” they asked. 
Mrs. Bailey shook her head. She 
cidn’t know. 

“A tall man, fashionably dressed, 
with a beard,” she said. “I don't 
know who he was. He got mad be- 
cause Reese was singing.” 


The Sudden Transition 


It seemed as if the echo of the song 
sti’l pulsated in the air, so swift was 
the transition from melody to death, 
so sudden the change from warm lips 
vibrant with song to cold ashen lips 
on which song was hushed forever. 

The police were given a descrip- 
tion of the mysterious slayer. An in- 
quest was held. But nothing devel- 
oped that offered a clew. It was an- 
nounced publicly that the Police De- 
partment was nonplussed. It was be- 
lieved that the identity of the slayer 
would remain a permanent mystery. 

But a man who had been in the vi- 
cirity of Chouteau avenue and Dol- 
man street when the shooting oc- 
curred made a chance remark a de- 
tective. “Dr. Voerster 8 there,” 
said the man. “I wonder why he did 
not treat the fellow who had been 
shot ?’’ 

The detective remembered that Dr. 
Voerster answered the description of 
the mysterious slayer. He started a 
hunt for the doctor, but failed to find 
him either at his home or office. A 
few days later he captured him while 
he was talking to his father at Grand 
avenue and Olive street. The young 
doctor was asking his father to ob- 
tain a bondsman for him, if he should 
be caught. 

Later Mrs. Johanna Schrader of 
2438 North Grand avenue, a hand- 
some widow, a cousin of Dr. Voer- 
ster’s, was arrested at her home. She 
war identified as the woman with Dr. 
Voerster when Bell was shot. She 
admitted that to the grand jury 
which indicted the physician.

About the middle of February last 
William P. Stringer of 1113 South 
Tnird street was stabbed to death in 
the rear of his home following a 
quarrel which grew out of a jest 
about the receipt of a comic valen- 
tine. Stringer was married and the 
father of six young children. On the 
evening of Feb. 11 his wife heard 
groahs coming from the alley back of 
the house. Ske investigated and 
found her husband mortally wounded. 

“Billy Wuerz killed me,” he mut- 
tered brokenly as the frightened wife 
lifted his head and called for help. 

Stringer was taken to the City Hos- 
pital, where an operation was per- 
formed—the delicate operation of 
stitching the heart together where it 
had been cut. He lived only 4 little 
while. After he died the police, led 
by little James Str:nger, son” of the 
Gead man, went to the home of Wil- 
liam Wuerz, 1111 South Sixth street, 
and arrested that young man, charg- 
ing him with the murder of String- 
er. The police then pieced together

Young Wuerz worked for a packing 
company on South Second street. 
Stringer formerly was employed there 
and frequently dropped in, when in 
the neighborhood, to see his old fel- 
low employes.

Young Wuerz asked 
if the valentine “came by mail.” 


Stiinger, something of a wag, re- 
sponded: 

“No, it was sent in on an express 
wagon.” 


That playful remark in the end 
cost him his life.

He lifted an oil can and struck 
Stringer over the head. Several 
blows were exchanged and missiles 
thrown back and forth before the by- 
standers calmed Wuerz and restored 
peace. A few days later Stringer and 
Wuerz met in the alley back of the 
Stringer home, where, police say, the 
qaurrel was renewed. In a few min- 
utes Mrs. Stringer heard groans and 
found her husband dying. : 

In the meantime young Wuerz had 
walked home, changed his clothes 
trom head to foot, and sat down to 
his supper. He was at the table 
when the police arriyed. He told his 
parents coolly that he had had a fight. 
Stringer was stabbed twice in the 
heart, ence in the groin and once in

Not long ago a peculiarly dramatic 
murder occurred near McLeansboro, 
Ill., over a trivial cause.

Leé, a wealthy farmer, chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors of 
Hamilton County. His son, Charles, 
the patricide, was the eldest’ of four 
children. 


A Love Letter Tragedy 


Young Charles and pretty 14-year- 
old Eva Benbrook, daughter of a 
neighbor, were sweethearts. They 
were much in each other’s company 
and wrote many letters back and 
foith. Both the girl’s parents and 
the boy’s objected to this youthful 
romance and had endeavored to put 
a stop to the letter writing. On the 
evening Mr. Lee was fatally injured 
Charles was at home writing a letter 
t. Eva. 

The father called him to the sup- 
per table. The boy kept on writing. 
After the third summons had been ig- 
nored the father stepped into the 
rvom where Charles was writing and 
ordered him to come to the table. The 
boy sullenly said he “didn’t have to.” 
Mr Lee looked over the boy's shoul- 
der and saw what he was writing. He 
picked up the half-finished letter and 
tore it to pieces. 

White with anger, young Charles 
sprang up without a word and rushed 
into the yard, where he picked up a 
heavy picket that had fallen off a 
fence. Thus armed he started back 
into the house, meeting his father at 
the door. Lifting tne heavy club, the 
boy, who was 6 feet tall, weighed 175 
pounds and was muscular, dealt his 
father a staggering blow on the head. 
His parent sank to the floor. 

Mrs. Lee lifted him into the house 
and a physician was summoned. The 
family tried to conceal the real cause 
of Mr. Lee’s injuries. The doctor was 
told the patient had been injured in 


finally dying of concussion of 
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from the blew on the head dealt by 
his son. Charles, all the time his fa- 
ther was lying on his deathbed, 
seemed sullenly indifferent, it was 
said, and wrote many letters to Eva 
Bcnbrook, his child sweetheart. 

After Mr. Lee’s funeral a warrant 
was issued ¢harging Charles with 
murder—with patricide—and he was 
placed in jail. But even after the 
ceath of his father, which he had 
caused, the boy showed little feeling. 
He was cold and: sullen. 

A strange story of a killing over a 
trivial cause conies from Hopkins, 
Mo., where a beautiful young wife 
shut and killed her sister-in-law, of 
whom, until the verr minute the fatal 
shot was fired, she had been unusual- 
ly fond. The tragedy shocked all that 
part of the State and was one of the 
sirangest cases of the kind ever 
known in this part of the country. 

Mrs. George Ewing, the slayer, was 
23 years old at the time of the trag- 
edv. She was a brunette, strikingly 
hendsome, vivacious, sprightly, imag- 
inative, a brilliant conversationalist, 
@ musiciga of more .than ordinary 
ability, and had been a belle since she 
was 15 years old. Not only was she 
a tavorite among the rural swains of 
her native section, but had received 
distinguished social ettentions in 
Kansas City, St. Joseph and Atchison, 
where she had visited frequently. The 
other sister, Mrs. Frank Ewing, was 
a blonde, quiet, thoughtful, practical, 
and of beauty that remind- 
ed one of the women in old Italian 
paintings. The women were unlike 
as they could well be, but devoted to 
each other. 
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made merry together since early 
morning. Now and then they sat at 
the piano and played and sang. Now 
they gathered flowers in the garden. 
There was not a shadow to mar the 
perfect contentment and happiness of 
these beautiful young wives and 
raothers. 

Early in the night they were put- 
ting their children to bed. The neigh- 
bois heard a pistol shot. A few min- 
utes later Mrs. George Ewing, c 
cnly in her night clothes, staggered 
into the home of the Lusés, next door 
neighbors, crying that she had “shot 
Lizzie,” meaning Mrs. Frank Ewing.

just invented by Mrs. Margaret Watts Hughes of 


London, with which she is actually “singing” 
daisies and pansies, ferns, trees and odd little 
geometrical patterns. Mrs. Watts Hughcs’ inven- 
tion consists of a tube, shaped like a megaphone, 
into) which she sings. The tones pass into a bow] 
or receiver, the open top of which is closed with 
a dise of fine silk. Over the surface of the disc 
a small quantity of lycopodium powder is placed, 
and as the voice of the singer makes the disc 
vibrate the dust assumes geometrical shapes. 
To sing a daisy Mrs. Watts Hughes places a 
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small heap of color paste, mixed to the proper 
consistency on the center of the disc and sets it 
in motion with a suitable note, continuing until 
the paste takes the form of a little flower with 
peta's. Every time the note diminishes the flow- 
er falls back into the same littl~ neap from which 
it sprang, only to reappear with each renewal and 
slight crescendo of the note. 

Or she places on the disc a larger quantity of 
the color paste, the size of a small bean, exactly 
on the center of vibration. and sings a suitable 
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aote.. The hed gathers itself together closely. 
Seon it becomes slightly agitated around the edge 
and suddenly, under a careful créscendo, beauti- 
‘ully shaped petals dart out with perfect regularity 
and symmetry. - 

Some of the most perfect daisy forms are deli- 
cately marked on their petals with vein-like 
lines, both straight and curved. Others show 


around the base of the petals one or two rows of 


tiny dots, which Mrs. Watts Hughes believes are 
centers of new daisies, marvelous little buds 
which would develop into fresh flowers if one 
only knew how to develop them. Others have two 
and three rows of petals overlapping each other. 
Mrs. Watts Hughes also coated a small piece 
of glass -with color and placed it downward on 
the disc, singing a note into the. tube. At first 
there were no traces of the voice vibrations, but 
after continued practice one day when the plate 


was lifted from the disc the under lines showed - 


that the note had been sufficiently’ powerful to 
leave a distinct impression on the glass which 
could be retained and made permanent. 

Mrs. Watts Hughes has also succeeded in sing- 
ing a pansy. The primrose, buttercup, chrysan- 
themum, rose and geranium are said to be very 
easy to sing, compared with the pansy. 


It will be noticed from the tone formations pub- 
lished at the top of this page, with their corre- 
sponding musical notes, that the dust on the disc 
assumed exactly the same shape every time Mrs. 
Watts Hughes sang E flat. The same rule held 
good. with every other musical tone. By scatter- 
ing the dust over the disc or membrane of the 
tube aud singing a certain note the singer is al- 
ways sure to get a certain figure. By singing 
certain notes in regular order Mrs. Watts Hughes 
gradually discovered how to make the dust as- 
sume any desired form. In this way she gradually 
learned how to sing daisies and other flowers. 

The singing of the daisy Mrs. Watts Hughes 
regards as an invaluable music lesson, giving 
scope for the practice of crescendo and diminuen- 
do in almost every degree of intensity and offer- 
ing rare opportunity for novel. sensations. 

Dr. Marz ge, the French scientist who succeed- 
ed two yeais ago in producing an apparatus which 
imitated the human voice, has just perfected an 
instrument for photographing the voice. The 
apparatus is very simple. It consists of a deli- 
cate membrane of rubber which receives the vi- 
brations of the voice and transmits them to a 
tiny mirror. The movements thus reflected in 
the mirror are photographically recarded on sensi- 


tive paper, which as it unrolls, is etomate 


developed and fixed. 

The process is akin.to the systems of 
graphic transmissions of writing. Dr. 
apparatus enables teachers of singing, of elocu- 
tion and of voice production to “show”’—in the 
exact sense of the word—their pupils the 
and bad qualities of the voice; moreover, Lng 
ians can compare the spoken languages of differ- 
ent races, and foreigners and deaf mutes can be 
readily taught the proper pronunciation of 


language.

fant will pull himself up, once, twice, 
seven times. The muscles on his 
bick stand out like knots.
